JR ndrcw Cunanan died July 23, 
mjk the final victim of his own 
Mm killing spree. 

Authorities were alerted last 
Wednesday afternoon that somebody 
had just ft red a gun from what was 
stjrpposed to be an uninhabited 
houseboat, five miles from where 
fashion designer Gianni Versace was 
murdered July 15. FBI agents and 
Miami Beach police officers sur¬ 
rounded the houseboat within min¬ 
utes, prompting most of the nation's 
media to speculate the 27-ycar-old 
Cunanan was aboard. Networks fed 
live broadcasts from dockside, hoping 
to him the capture - or death - of the 
young gay former gigolo who had ap¬ 
parently shot Versace with a gun he 
had swiped from his first victim. 

Cunanan, a former San Diego res¬ 
ident, had been a suspected killer on 
the FBI’s Most Wanted list for weeks, 
and had been implicated in the mur¬ 
der of a former friend in late April, 
but it was not until he shot Versace 
twice in the back of the head in 
broad daylight that he became an in¬ 
ternational obsession. The FBI re¬ 
ported it received 500 tips on Cu- 
nanans whereabouts the first day it 
instituted a hotline; concerned citi¬ 
zens in every state except Alaska 
phoned in to say they thought they 
had spotted him.

S aying that Glaxo Wellcome has reneged on an expanded ac¬ 
cess program for its promising new AIDS drug 1592, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate members held a protest Tuesday, July 29 in 
San Francisco’s financial district. Activist Jeff Getty pushed a large 
lawn roller over giant boxes of Zantac, crushing Glaxo’s profitable 
over-the-counter antacid medication. On June 30, ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate was joined by Supervisor Tom Ammiano in announcing an 
international boycott of Zantac. 

Ammiano was also on hand Tuesday in front of the Pacific Stock 
Exchange. After the lawn roller demo he joined about 25 demon¬ 
strators who attempted to “zap” a Glaxo-sponsored meeting with 
investigators at the Sheraton Palace. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate maintains Glaxo is stalling 1592 because 
the giant pharmaceutical company also manufacturers the existing 
antiviral drugs AZT and 3TC. Industry experts believe that patients 
will probably prefer 1592 because it is more powerful and causes

ACT UP/SF crashes meeting 
in Atlanta to protest Glaxo

M embers of ACT UP/San Francisco 
briefly disrupted a meeting of the 
Presidential AIDS Commission in 
Atlanta, Georgia on Saturday, July 25 by 
passing out flyers and unfurling a banner 
that read “Toxic Chemotherapy-Ban AZT!” 

After the disruption, several members of 
the group addressed the commission. No 
one was arrested in the incident. 

ACT UP/SF is critical of the use of the an¬ 
tiviral drug AZT and protease inhibitors to 
treat AIDS. The group has also criticized the 
controversial “morning after” or post-expo¬ 
sure prophylaxis treatment for AIDS as a 
“marketing scheme” to increase profits of 
drug manufacturer Glaxo Wellcome. 

“This commission needs to use what lit¬ 
tle power it has to actively push an agenda 
that feeds and houses people with AIDS,” ac¬ 
tivist Ronnie Burk said in a prepared state¬ 
ment. “Instead they push unproven, costly 
medical experimental drugs which must be 
taken on a full stomach. This does not count 
for homeless PWAs. Should we just write 
them off? Not even mention them?” 

The group also calls for more federal re¬ 
search into the photochemical Dini- 
trochlorobenzine (DNCB), as a treatment 
for AIDS. Members have also denounced an¬ 
imal testing of possible AIDS treatments. 

After the meeting, the group demanded 
an apology from Bob Hattoy, President Clin¬ 


ton’s public policy advisor on AIDS, based 
on a videotaped verbal altercation between 
Hattoy and Georgia animal rights activist 
and ACT UP/SF supporter Sue McCrosky. 

In the altercation, Hattoy told McCrosky 
not to “fuck with” him on 'the issue of vaccines. 

“If you don’t want us to test on animals, 
better offer yourself up as a test subject,” 
Hattoy told McCrosky. 

McCrosky has publicly accepted Hattoy’s 
challenge and has volunteered to inject her¬ 
self with a pint of HIV-infected blood be¬ 
cause, she said, “no one has ever proven” that 
AIDS is caused by HIV infection. 

McCrosky, president of Animal Abuse 
Watch, said she didn’t appreciate Hattoy 
cursing at her, and that she felt federal tax 
dollars should not be spent “feeding, hous¬ 
ing, and medicating chimps when we need 
to feed, house, and help people.” 

Members of ACT UP/SF also met with 
federal Centers For Disease Control scien¬ 
tists to outline their concerns over post-ex¬ 
posure treatment for HIV infection, accord¬ 
ing to member Michael Bellefountaine. 

Several members of ACT UP/SF face local 
prosecution on assault trespassing and other 
charges related to their tactic of disrupting 
AIDS treatment forums; members were ar¬ 
rested in disturbances at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation’s Civic Center offices and 
are the subject of a restraining order against 
them, which foundation officials sought after 
Burk dumped a bag of used cat litter on SFAF 
Executive Director Pat Christen’s head. ▼

Supes unanimously 
adopt 1997-98 budget 

AIDS housing , condoms , substance abuse 
treatment to get increased funding

an Francisco’s $3.4 billion 
^ budget for 1997-98 was 
> unanimously adopted by 
the Board of Supervisors Monday, 
July 28; the spending plan in¬ 
cludes some $10 million in new 
funding for nearly 40 services 
ranging from the planned gay 
community center, to child care, 
to sidewalk cleaning in the Ten¬ 
derloin. 

The city’s final budget is a 
combination of the original plan 
presented to the supervisors by 
Mayor Willie Brown in June and 
the changes made by the board. 
Supervisor Susan Leal, chair of 
the finance committee, said 28 
hours of public hearings were 
held over several days. 

“It’s a good budget,” Leal told 
the B.A.R. “We didn’t raise it 
above what the mayor presented, 
we increased the reserve slightly, 
and we were able to fund a lot of 


programs that a number of con¬ 
stituents thought important.” 

Since she’s been on the board, 
Leal said she knows of no other 
budget that was unanimously 
adopted. 

Significantly, there is $8 mil¬ 
lion earmarked for the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s (DPH) 
new substance abuse treatment 
on demand program. A number 
of organizations that provide 
treatment services will have 
their contracts expanded to pro¬ 
vide more slots; health officials 
have calculated that there are 
between 1,300 and 1,700 people 
on wait lists for substance abuse 
treatment in San Francisco. Leal 
is a strong supporter of the pro¬ 
gram. 

Fully staffing the police de¬ 
partment is in the budget; as 
many as 120 officers are proposed 
to be added to the force along 
with new patrol cruisers and 
other equipment. 

The budget also contains in¬ 


creased funding for AIDS housing 
and city-wide condom distribu¬ 
tion in bars and clubs. 

Help for the supes too 

The supervisors themselves 
will get some relief; the new bud¬ 
get calls for hiring a legislative an¬ 
alyst and two staff members. Leal 
said the analyst will review pro¬ 
posed legislation before it is voted 
on. The analyst and staff will 
work for all of the supervisors. 
The board already has a budget 
analyst. 

“There’s tons of legislation 
that comes through here,” ex¬ 
plained Leal. “This will give us 
helpful information and makes 
the board more informed about 
what they’re going to vote on.” 

The legislative analyst will not 
be hired by the supervisors; in¬ 
stead, a committee made up of 
the controller, budget analyst, and 
a representative from the human 
resources department will make 
that decision, Leal said. ▼ 


SCR 47 on hate crimes is dead

he Senate Concurrent Reso¬ 
lution (SCR 47) On Hate 
II .Crimes proposed by State 
Senator Quentin Kopp (I-San 
Francisco), died without a strug¬ 
gle and only four aye votes in As¬ 
sembly Rules Committee last 
Thursday, July 24, while six legis¬ 
lators withheld their votes. 

The Resolution, which for¬ 
mally denounced hate crimes and 
encouraged all Californians to 
support those people who are the 
targets of hate crimes, originally 
was considered a slam-dunk for 
passage. According to Erin 
Bradley of Kopp’s office, “It does¬ 
n’t have any force of law, all it did 
was reiterate what is already in the 
Penal Code of the State of Cali¬ 


fornia. It was just a focus point.” 
Instead, SCR 47 became the focus 
of a storm of controversy initiated 
by the abstention of Assembly- 
member Joe Baca (D-San 
Bernardino), who allegedly sup¬ 
ports being against hate crimes 
but objects to the inclusion of the 
words "sexual orientation” among 
the hate crimes the legislature is 
supposed to hate. 

Baca’s abstention provided 
cover for other members of the 
committee and on the initial vote 
on July 17, and was defeated by 
five yes votes, no nay votes, and six 
abstentions. 

Kopp wrote to Committee 
Chair Don Perata (D-Oakland), 
asking for reconsideration, which 
was granted and the new hearing 
set for last Thursday, July 24. This 
time there were only four votes in 


favor of the resolution: Perata, 
Deborah Ortiz (D-Sacramento), 
Mike Honda (D-San Jose), and 
Virginia Strom-Martin (D-Santa 
Rosa). 

Keith Olberg (R-Victorville) 
was not present, but had ab¬ 
stained at the July 17 meeting. Ab¬ 
stentions were: Joe Baca; Fred 
Aguirre (R-Ontario); Carl Wash¬ 
ington (D-Compton); Marilyn 
Brewer (R-Irvine) (who had voted 
for SCR 47 on July 17); Bruce 
Thompson (R-Temecula); and 
Dick Ackerman (R-Fullerton). 

Bradley told the B.A.R .,“I was 
shocked the first time around 
when I saw that legislators were 
willing to exclude one group of 
people from protections against 
vicious crimes. But this time I was 
expecting it - I just don’t want to 
believe it.” T

False ID for false breasts 
lands SF transgender in jail

transgendered woman 
11 % named Shakira Gordon will 
i '' have to wait to have the 
breasts she’s always dreamed of - 
following her Friday, July 25 arrest 
at the office of plastic and recon¬ 
structive surgeon Dr. Peggy 
Ching. 

Gordon allegedly attempted to 
use an assumed identity to obtain 
breast implant surgery from 
Ching, who offers approved pa¬ 


tients the option of private fi¬ 
nancing for medical procedures. 
Police who were waiting in 
Ching’s Van Ness Avenue office 
arrested Gordon after she made 
arrangements for the surgical pro¬ 
cedure using credit identification 
stolen from a 24-year-old Debo¬ 
rah McKay of Hayward, according 
to the San Francisco Examiner. 

Gordon, a 23-year-old San 
Francisco resident, was booked on 
four felony and one misdemeanor 
charges, according San Francisco 
Sheriff’s Public Information Offi¬ 


cer Eileen Hirst. She remains in 
custody at County Jail #1 on 
$17,500 bail. 

The felony charges included 
false impersonation, burglary, 
making false financial statements, 
and possession of forged notes, 
Hirst said. Gordon also had an 
outstanding traffic warrant when 
arrested. 

Hirst told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that court appearances for 
Gordon were pending rebooking 
by the District Attorney’s office at 
presstime. V 


Union Square anti-gay assailant 
gets jail time, probation

San Francisco man was sen- 
: tenced to a year in county 
jail and three years proba¬ 
tion on Wednesday, July 23 for at¬ 
tempted robbery and an anti-gay 
hate crime against two gay men 
who were walking through Union 
Square last May. 

Emalio Taban avoided a two- 
year term in state prison, which 
the San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney’s office had sought. 

In the May 24,1997 incident, a 
pair of gay men were walking 
through Union Square at about 
9:45 p.m. when a group of five 
men sitting in the area began ha¬ 
rassing them with anti-gay epi¬ 
thets such as “faggot.” 

Two of the men - Taban and a 
juvenile - left the group, began 
walking closely behind the pair of 
gay men, and provoked them with 
the comment “Hey!” When one of 
the gay men turned around to ask 
the assailants what they wanted, 
Taban demanded one of the vic¬ 
tims’ personal stereo and grabbed 
for it as the man managed to put 


it in his pocket. The juvenile with 
Taban hit the other victim, ac¬ 
cording to San Francisco Assistant 
District Attorney Maria Bee. 
Taban, who has one serious

fter a historic appointment 
by San Francisco Police 
Chief Fred Lau, openly les¬ 
bian officer Mindy Pengel, a 22- 
year veteran of the San Francisco 
Police Department, became the 
first woman to be sworn in as a 
deputy chief of the department 
on Thursday, July 24. 

Pengel, 43, commands the de¬ 
partment’s massive San Francisco 
International Airport Bureau that 
includes 150 sworn officers and 
115 support personnel. 

Pengel told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that while she’s hit the 
ground running at her new post, 


when she has a chance to stop and 
think about it, she thinks the his¬ 
toric appointment is “just great.” 

She said lesbian and gay in¬ 
volvement in police and commu¬ 
nity services is crucial because it 
gives the community important 
input into the development and 
delivery of those services. 

Pengel also said that San Fran¬ 
cisco’s leadership role in an open 
and diverse police force is a visi¬ 
ble symbol for lesbians and gays 
who are in police forces around 
the country - but who must re¬ 
main closeted or are subject to 
homophobic bias. 

Pengel said that although 
some conservative “good old 
boys” still oppose diversity within 


the police department, the de¬ 
partment continues to change 
from within. 

“We need to give people cred¬ 
it for the ability to change. A per¬ 
fect example for me is that there 
are people in the command staff 
who gave me a bad time when 1 
came in,” Pengel said. 

But, Pengel said, the same peo¬ 
ple who may have once been re¬ 
sistant to changes in the depart¬ 
ment are now sincerely working 
to implement it, as police officials. 

Pengel took the occasion to 
salute her partner of 17 years, 
Denise Mason, and said that she 
felt “truly blessed” to have such 
love and support in her life and 
career. ▼ 


U-Haul apologizes to SF gay 
man for employee’s tirade

n employee at U-Haul 
Moving Center at 100 Va¬ 
lencia Street has been sus¬ 
pended and will be terminated 
after an verbal assault on Monday, 
July 28 with a gay San Francisco 
social worker. 

The unidentified worker 
launched into an unexpected and 
virulently anti-gav attack on so¬ 
cial worker Neil Broome who was 
returning a van to the site. 

The assault included threats of 
physicial violence. 

“I’m so sick of all this fag shit 


that’s going on here in San Fran¬ 
cisco,” the worker told Broome, a 
city-employed medical social 
worker who works in the San 
Francisco County Jail system. 

When Broome protested the 
remarks and flatly told the work¬ 
er that his remarks were inappro¬ 
priate and unacceptable, the 
worker told him that he “would 
meet him outside, and take care of 
this” and that Broome would “talk 
to him like he was a man.” 

Broome filed a police report and 
contacted Community United 
Against Violence about the incident. 

Broome said that he was ini- 
| tially concerned about the store 


manager’s response, and has de¬ 
manded that the manager also 
delete any personal information 
including address, phone, and 
credit information from the com¬ 
pany’s computer database, fearing 
the possibility of retaliation. 

A U-Haul spokesman has apol¬ 
ogized to Broome, acknowledged 
the incident was “completely unac¬ 
ceptable,” and made financial com¬ 
pensation for the abusive incident 

“The employee has been sus¬ 
pended and will be terminated,’ 
said U-Haul’s Steve Plamann. “It’s 
hard to believe that someone liv¬ 
ing in San Francisco would have 
such an attitude.” ▼

Law group hosts first gay marriage debate

ay and lesbian marriage will 

% be the subject of an Ameri¬ 
can Bar Association con¬ 
vention debate in San Francisco 
Friday, August 1, featuring Hawaii 
Supreme Court Justice Robert 
Klein, San Francisco Mayor Willie 
Brown, and lesbian and gay legal 
leaders. 

“Same Gender Couples: Do 
They Have Any Rights?” will be 
held at the Seacliff Rooms A and 
B of the Hyatt Regency Embar- 
cadero at the Embacardero Cen¬ 
ter from 1 to 5 p.m. Friday. 

The panel will also include 
National Center For Lesbian 
Rights Executive Director Kate 
Kendall, Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education’s Marriage Project 
Director Evan Wolfson, and Pro¬ 
fessor Barbara Cox of Cal West¬ 
ern University. 

Attorney Jeff Gibson, a partner 
with Goldstein, Gellman, Mel- 
bostadt, Gibson, and Harris, will 
moderate the debate. 

The panel marks the first time 
that the nation’s largest group of 
attorneys will discuss the issue of 
same-gender marriage and the 
status of the Hawaii same-gender 
marriage case. 

“From an intellectual and pol¬ 
icy point of view, it’s pretty im¬ 
portant,” Gibson told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “It will be one of the best 
debates in the nation.” 

Gibson identified Klein as the 
judge who decided the case at the 
lower court level, and therefore 
recused himself from delibera¬ 
tions when the case was appealed 
to the Hawaii Supreme Court. 

The program is sponsored by 
the group’s Family Law Section, 
and is co-sponsored the ABA In¬ 
dividual Rights and Responsibili¬ 
ties Section, the California State 
Bar Committee on Sexual Orien¬ 
tation, The Hawaii Bar, and the 
Bar Association of San Francisco’s 
Committee on the Rights of Les¬ 
bians and Gay Men.

BASF will 
be honored for its Volunteer Legal 
Services Program, which is run by 
a lesbian, Tanya Neiman. The pro¬ 
gram serves 30,000 low income 
families and individuals in San 
Francisco each year. Neiman will 
receive the Harrison Tweed Award 
at a luncheon on Friday, August 1. 

BASF has long been recog¬ 
nized as a leader in the develop¬ 
ment of programs to promote 
equality of opportunity for 
women, minorities, gay men, les¬ 
bians, and people with disabilities. 
The association is also known for 
its pro bono legal services to low 


income and very low income fam¬ 
ilies and individuals. 

The volunteer program that 
Neiman directs is one of the 
largest and most comprehensive 
providers of legal services in the 
city. BASF will also receive an 
award from the ABA and from the 
National Legal Aid and Defender 
Association, said Drucilla Ramey, 
BASF’s executive director and 
general counsel. 

Ramey will be honored at a 
luncheon on August 3, as one of 
five women who will receive the 
Margaret Brent award, which rec¬ 
ognizes women in the profession 
who use their influence and ex¬ 
pertise to help other women real¬ 
ize their potential.

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Building a bridge with medicine

am very excited to tell you that I just re¬ 
ceived word that I have been accepted to 
attend a conference entitled HIV/AIDS 
in Cuba: Building Bridges, Crossing Bor¬ 
ders, from August 6-13. 

Time is short, but I am writing to ask for 
your help, as I will be taking with me med¬ 
ications and supplies needed by the people 
of Cuba who are affected or infected by HIV. 

As someone who works in the HIV or 
healthcare field, or as someone who has 
HIV, or as someone who cares about social 
justice, I hope you will support my journey 
to Cuba by helping the people there who are 
struggling against great odds imposed on 
them by the U.S. government. 

The conference is sponsored by the 
US+Cuba Medical Project, a nonprofit hu¬ 
manitarian and educational organization 
created in 1992 and dedicated to sending li¬ 
censed shipments of medical aid to the peo¬ 
ple of Cuba, facilitating exchanges between 
the health communities of the U.S. and 
Cuba and advancing the understanding of 
healthcare as a human right. Through edu¬ 
cation about how the U.S. embargo of Cuba 
limits the availability of essential medicines 
and medical supplies to the Cuban people, 
they advocate for a more rational and just 
U.S. policy toward Cuba. 

Since 1992, when Congress passed the 
Cuban Democracy Act which extended the 
U.S. embargo to effectively include food and 
medicine - something unheard of in mod¬ 
ern history - they have sent 14 shipments 
($8 million worth) of medical aid to the 
Cuban people. Their 14th shipment was in 
March of this year in celebration of Inter¬ 
national Women’s Month. The entire ship¬ 
ment consisted of medicines and supplies 
related to women’s health. 

Now, in August, the 15th shipment will 
be carried by those of us going to the 
HIV/AIDS in Cuba Conference. I am ask¬ 
ing for your donation of medications or 
dollars to purchase supplies that are most 
needed by those either affected or infected 
with HIV in Cuba. Because of the U.S. 
blockade against Cuba, it is very difficult for 
the people there to have access to even the 
most basic supplies.

Notes from Los Angeles

|| y friend Doug once told me, “You 
can take the girl out of San Fran¬ 
cisco, but you can’t take San Fran¬ 
cisco out of the girl,” and I believed it. Vis¬ 
its to Salt Lake City, Tulsa, even Pleasanton 
could not shake the chutzpah that six years 
of life in The City instilled in me, but Los 
Angeles can slap the Spirit of SF out of a 
girl faster than a rugby team can clear a 
table of food. 

Like most comedians, I claim to find the 
“creative” life of telling jokes for a meager 
lining preferable to a profitable but mind- 
numbing desk job, but the truth is I have 
trouble getting up in the morning or keep¬ 
ing to any semblance of a schedule. And al¬ 
though I favor savvy audience members 
who do things such as actually read books 
rather than watching Movies of the Week 
based on them, I would enjoy the steady 
paychecks my friends receive. So it’s south 
to LA I go, to be a star. Or at least a wacky 
neighbor on a sitcom. 

The best way to find a home in that 
auto-centric city is to drive around an area 
that you would enjoy (read “won’t make 
you homicidal”) looking for signs that say 
“Apartment for Rent.” There are plenty of 
vacancies in LA. (I mean apartments, not 
minds. Well...) Six hundred dollars will buy 


you a habitable place in a crappy area or a 
one-room shanty with an outhouse (no, I 
am not kidding) somewhere tolerable. I can 
tell I am weakening: one day I saw; a swing 
set with one of those nifty clubhouse things 
on top and found myself thinking, “I won¬ 
der if that tree house is for rent...” 

Here are some things I have learned 
about Los Angeles. If a road is straight, it 
will go on indefinitely. If a road curves, it 
will also go on indefinitely, but continue to 
wind while changing its name every nine 
feet. In fact, most roads down there go on 
indefinitely: that way people won’t ever 
have to stop driving. Considering the 
alarming amount of time these people 
spend in their cars, it is amazing that they 
have not yet learned how to use their turn 
signals. Maybe there are so many fancy gad¬ 
gets on their cars that indicators had to be 
sacrificed to make room, or perhaps using 
your blinkers is a sign of weakness, a tip of 
your hand to the enemy, so to speak.

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Andrew was ignorant 

As more information comes out about Andrew 
Cunanan it is beginning to look like the killing spree 
was a vendetta ag a i n st those who (knowingly? unwit¬ 
tingly?) infected him with HIV. As one who learned 
he was HIV-positive almost ten years ago, I can un¬ 
derstand Mr. Cunanan’s anger and frustration but I 
also feel sorrow because his actions bespeak a contin¬ 
uing ignorance about HIV. 

HIV is a serious condition, but increasingly looks 
like less and less of a death sentence and more and 
more of an imminently manageable chronic illness

Re: “Gay New York, in small bites,” July 17. Al¬ 
though Wayne Hoffman’s survey of gay New York 
seems accurate and his references to crackdowns on 
gay nightlife are confirmed by reading the New York 
gay press and by members of “Sex Panic” (the New 
York organization formed to combat harassment of 
public sex venues and sex negative attitudes), the ac¬ 
companying cartoon, depicting a boarded-up bath¬ 
house entrance, is misleading. Contrary to what is 
implied and to what San Francisco politicos - even 
some gay politicos - would like us to think, the baths 
in New York are not closed. Although your article only 
mentions the Wall St. Sauna, Betty and Pansy’s Severe 
Queer Review lists more than a couple. One opened in 
Chelsea within the last year and is said to be right up 
the street from the Gay Men’s Health Crisis, an orga¬ 
nization roughly equivalent to our AIDS Foundation. 
Among US and foreign cities with gay populations, 
gay bathhouses remain closed only in San Francisco. 

What New York does not have, or has only inter¬ 
mittently between crackdowns, are sex clubs as in San 
Francisco. While San Francisco seems more enlight¬ 
ened in this respect, its ban on private spaces defies 
any right to privacy and ignores studies that show less 
unsafe sex goes on in sex clubs and bathhouses than 
in private residences and hotel rooms. 

Cross your fingers that the change in Health De¬ 
partment leadership will bring policy changes con¬ 
sistent with the respect gay men should, and general¬ 
ly do, have for themselves wherever they are.

However, it is the unkind- 
est cut of all to imply that his relationship with us was 
pure research for a novel. Perhaps, his inability to ma¬ 
nipulate us to fit the premise/plot was the final straw.

Jim Provenzano replies: 
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Thorns among the roses

olitically speaking, every¬ 
thing should be coming up 
roses for Republican State 
Attorney General Dan Lungren. 
Virtually since the day he was re¬ 
elected to a second term in 1994, 
Lungren has been the GOP fa¬ 
vorite to win his party’s nomina¬ 
tion next year to replace Governor 
Pete Wilson. 

Lungren, the only announced 
Republican in the race, reported¬ 
ly has several million dollars al¬ 
ready in the bank. His campaign 
coffers are filled to bursting. In 
addition, he can look to winning 
his party’s nod easily in 1998, and 
has plenty of time to campaign 
and work the media outlets with¬ 
out having to worry about a pri¬ 
mary opponent. According to his 
campaign people, the best part is 
that he can likely look forward to 
a divisive primary battle among 
the state’s Democrats. 

So it’s all peaches and cream 
for the archconservative Mr. 
Lungren? Hardly. There 
are definitely some 
thorns among the roses. 

Reports were coming 
out of both Sacramento 
and Republican 
voter-rich Orange 
County last week 
that the al¬ 
most certain 
Republican 
gubernatorial 
nominee has doubters - and plen¬ 
ty of them - within his own party. 
Some of those wealthy Republi¬ 
cans who normally finance cam¬ 
paign efforts in California are said 
to be worried that Lungren, de¬ 
spite having served 10 years in 
Congress and 6-1/2 years as the 
state’s top law officer, remains es¬ 
sentially an “unknown” among 
the state’s voters. Indeed, a Field 
Poll conducted two months ago 
found that roughly a third of 
those asked statewide had no 
opinion of Lungren, good or bad, 
including 30 percent of the Re¬ 
publican voters interviewed. 

“He’s a tough campaigner, he’s 
young and articulate, but he’s un¬ 
proven,” said veteran GOP strate¬ 
gist Allen Hoffenblum recently, 
voicing a sentiment widely whis¬ 
pered by other Republican insid¬ 
ers. While some Republican party 
officials point out that the 50- 
year-old Lungren is “tough in the 
trenches” and shouldn’t be under¬ 
estimated, another prominent 
Sacramento Republican was wor¬ 
ried that “an attractive Democrat 
like Dianne Feinstein, who has 
wide name recognition and a re¬ 
spected statewide political net¬ 
work intact” could bring an end 
to the GOP’s 16-year reign in the 
statehouse. 

Still other Republicans, while 
ready to work hard for the likely 
eventual nominee, worry that 
Lungren’s right-wing reputation 
(he’s a staunchly anti-abortion 
Catholic who’s also anti-gay, anti¬ 
immigrant and pro gun control) 
could spell trouble against any of 
the Democrats being mentioned 
as possible candidates. The abor¬ 
tion issue is one that particularly 
vexes the state Republicans. In the 
event the Democrats nominate a 
female candidate like Feinstein, 
who supports a woman’s right to 
choose, many GOP women voters 
will assuredly desert Lungren to 
vote for the Democratic choice. 
Polls show record numbers of Re¬ 
publican women voters left their 
party last November, particularly 
in California, to vote for Democ¬ 
rat Bill Clinton over Republican 


Bob Dole because of Dole’s anti¬ 
choice stance. 

Lungren answers those GOPers 
who are publicly doubt¬ 
ing his ability by point¬ 
ing out that he will have 
lots of campaign 
funds, can campaign 
nonstop from now 
until next year’s gener¬ 
al election, and will pos¬ 
sibly be facing a 
primary-in¬ 
jured Democ¬ 
rat. Still, GOP 
strategists are 
afraid that Mr. Lungren and his 
campaign team, led by his brother 
Brian Lungren, might not under¬ 
stand the difference between run¬ 
ning a winning campaign for attor¬ 
ney general and waging a high-pro¬ 
file race for governor. “He’s young, 
smart and attractive, but he’s no 
Pete Wilson - and the Democrats 
know that,” commented one top 
politico last week. 

Republicans with qualms 
about an unknown quantity like 
Lungren point to what happened 
to State Treasurer Kathleen 
Brown as evidence that they’re 
right to be so concerned. Brown, 
the daughter of one former gov¬ 
ernor and the sister of another, 
won election to the state treasur¬ 
er’s job handily and was thought 
to be a “sure thing” in ’94 when 
she went for the state’s top job. 
However, she blew a huge early 
lead in the polls and was easily de¬ 
feated when voters took the time 
to size her up against the veteran 
Pete Wilson. 

Can Dan Lungren coast to an 
easy nomination next year and 
win the battle next June only to 
lose the war in November to a De¬ 
mocrat? A lot of powerful Repub¬ 
licans are chewing their nails over 
that very thought. 

Politics and pedal pushers

Mayor Willie Brown is right on 
and should stand fast against 
those hell-bent on messing up 
even further the already terrible 
traffic mess in this town. “Critical 
Mass,” my big rear end - last Fri¬ 
day’s debacle was clearly a 
planned attack by those who 
taunted motorists and stopped 
traffic dead while “trying to prove 
a point.”

grams. 

Delaware’s governor last week 
signed a strengthened hate-crimes 
bill at the resort community of 
Rehoboth Beach, an area that has 
experienced recent attacks against 
gays. The law increases penalties 
for crimes committed against in¬ 
dividuals because of sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

William Weld’s cronies in 
Massachusetts are speculating 
that the pro-gay governor’s recent 
decision to resign his post to fight 
for the ambassadorship to Mexi¬ 
co is more than just a noble fight 
for a lost cause. Some of those in 
the know think his batde with the 
ultra-right, ultra-bigoted Sen. 
Jesse Helms might be a bid to 
drum up support for a possible 
presidential bid in 2000. In any 
case, his jabs at Jesse are certainly 
telling, and more power to him if 
he can land a few blows on 
Helms’s tired old carcass. 

Can you believe that Mayor 
Brown has declared today (Thurs¬ 
day, July 31) Mr. Ed Day in San 
Francisco. Yes, that Mr. Ed (“A 
horse is a horse, of course, of 
course...”). It all apparently start¬ 
ed when someone at KPFA radio 
asked where Mr. Ed is buried. 
Well, for those who must know, 
the famous equine TV celeb is re¬ 
portedly buried somewhere on a 
farm in Oklahoma.

Without End. Her work is that 
good. 

I wondered ... First, isn’t it 
about time for another Holly 
Hughes play?

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HIV/AIDS 
resources online

, evelopments and new infor- 
mation relating , to 
HIV/AIDS research change 
day-by-day, with new findings 
and treatments being discovered 
continually. One of the luxuries of 
the Web when referring to contin¬ 
ually changing information is the 
flexibility of the medium. The 
electronic Web provides the abili¬ 
ty to update sites and information 
resources just as quickly as new 
information appears on the scene. 
The dynamic nature of the elec¬ 
tronic age lets us distribute the in¬ 
formation quickly and makes it 
readily available worldwide. 

However, one of the draw¬ 
backs of that same medium is that 
the Web is so vast many old find¬ 
ings still linger and are left behind 
to provide potentially outdated 
and misleading intormation. So, if 
you are seeking HIV/AIDS relat¬ 
ed news, the Web is by far one ot 
your richest, most up-to-the- 
minute resources. There are just a 
few key things to keep in mind: 
The information on the Web is for 
guidance and education. You 
should always consult with a pro¬ 
fessional physician or care- j 
provider before deciding on a j 
treatment path. Check the date of j 
the information and check the 
source. Is it current and is it reli- j 
able? 


With that said, Geek Grrrl has 
found some of the Web’s best on¬ 
line references for HIV/AIDS. 

One of the first resource sites 
Geek Grrrl stumbled upon was 
“AEGIS” (AIDS Educational 
Global Information System) at 
http://www.aegis.com. With 
24,000 hits a month, AEGIS is the 
Web’s largest HIV/AIDS knowl¬ 
edge base. Making most use of the 
Web’s wide reach, the goal of 
AEGIS is to “consolidate informa¬ 
tion about HIV/AIDS in order to 
make it easily available and acces¬ 
sible to widely disseminate.” The 


AEGIS site hosts a library of jour¬ 
nals, an area with “Today’s Head¬ 
lines” in HIV research, and a sec¬ 
tion called “First Person” where 
people living with AIDS have 
made personal contributions and 
have shared their stories. AEGIS is 
also the home of a powerful data¬ 
base engine (http://www.aegis, 
com/samples/search/aquery.ht 
m) that “lets you search scientific 
abstracts from the National Li¬ 
brary of Medicine.” The database 
references tens of thou¬ 
sands of documents, 
both historical and 
current. 

One of the most 
unique and useful fea¬ 
tures Geek Grrrl found 
on this site, though, 
is the area called 
“Day One - a 
starter kit on how 
to stay alive for the 
newly diagnosed” (http://www. 
aegis.com/day-one.html). If 
you or someone have recently dis¬ 
covered he/she is HIV-positive, 

■ this site goes through the initial 
; phases of how to begin taking care 
of yourself, mentally and physi¬ 
cally. 

Another online community 
that provides access to the starter 
kit is AOL’s “HIV Resources” area. 
Just hop on AOL and head over to 

KEYWORD: HIV Resources. 

Here you can find the starter kit, 
info on Protease Inhibitors and 


answers to “frequently asked 
questions” regarding home test 
info, recognizing symptoms, ac¬ 
curacy of testing, and listings of 
testing locations. AOL also pro¬ 
vides news about a form of treat¬ 
ment that has been gaining pop¬ 
ularity: Holistic and Alternative 
Therapy. Find news about 
Acupuncture, Chinese herbs, and 
a listing of holistic clinics that 
specialize in HIV with a geo¬ 
graphical break-down so you can 
find one in your area. 

If you are hoping to find even 
more information on the latest 


findings, you should stop by “HIV 
Insite” (http:hivinsite.ucsf. 

edu). Again, this site hosts a daily 
news feature, state-by-state AIDS- 
related stats, coverage on social is¬ 
sues, and medical info. You can 
also get a bit more involved with 
their site by answering their online 
survey, or checking out the 1997 
edition of their online HIV text¬ 
book titled AIDS Knowledge Base. 
The book offers in-depth chapters 
covering such topics as test¬ 
ing, legal and economic is¬ 
sues of HIV, and ethical 
concerns. The site is thor¬ 
ough and, because it is host¬ 
ed by University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco and 
San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, it 
touts some of the 
most contempo¬ 
rary findings. 

If you are seek¬ 
ing something on a national level, 
the CDC NAC (Center for Disease 
Control National AIDS Clearing¬ 
house; at http://www.cdcnac. 
org is truly a wealth of informa¬ 
tion. Peruse reports on the latest 
therapies, find numbers for na¬ 
tional hotlines, or visit the links 
section, which is the strongest and 
•most valuable section of this site. 
The links were carefully chosen by 
the CDC for their “content and 
overall quality....” The collection 
includes clinical trials, faith re¬ 
sources, housing, international re¬ 
sources, and legal resources con¬ 
cerning HIV/AIDS. The CDC has 
also made available HIV/AIDS 
safety-related posters for your 
purchase and offers a Spanish ver¬ 
sion of the Web pages. 

These sites are all great starting 
points for seeking terminology, 
updates in research, or medical 
and holistic resources. Perhaps 
these sites will help clarify ques¬ 
tions you have; or perhaps they 
will create other questions that 
you can address with your health¬ 
care provider. Take advantage of 
the privacy and personal time that 
browsing the Web HIV/AIDS re¬ 
sources allows, and check back 
often to get updated info. Most of 
all, educate yourself. Ask ques¬ 
tions and explore! That’s what the 
Web is for. ▼

Glaxo is about to start 
Phase III clinical trials; data from 
those trials will be forwarded to 
the federal Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA), according to 


Glaxo spokesperson Ramona 
! Jones. 

“Glaxo started out saying ex¬ 
panded access would begin in Jan- 
! uary 1998 for between 15,000 and 
20,000 people. Now, they are say¬ 
ing it will be 9,000 people and 
won’t start until March 1998,” 
| Getty said. 

During a conference call with 
Glaxo and the nationwide 1592 
Access Coalition about three 
weeks ago, Getty said Glaxo sud- 
! denly changed the numbers, to 
the shock of several people who 
had been told two months ago by 
Glaxo representatives that the ex¬ 
panded access program would be 
for between 15,000 and 20,000. 

“We are trying to get the treat¬ 
ment to as many people as we can. 
We have the same goal, to get 
treatment to people as soon as 
possible,” said Jones from Glaxo’s 
North Carolina offices. She said 
Getty’s accusation that Glaxo has 


reduced the number of people 
and delayed the start date is “not 
true.” 

Jones said Getty’s figure of 
9,000 people is correct, and she 
acknowledged the expanded ac¬ 
cess program is.expected to start 
in March. But she also said this 
month Glaxo began providing 
1592 in a compassionate use pro¬ 
gram to 2,400 children and adults. 

Jones said Glaxo researchers 
“are disappointed in comments 
by a small number of activists” 
about 1592. Asked whether any of 
those activists are from San Fran¬ 
cisco, she said, “I’m not going to 
comment.” ▼

Baltimore newspaper blames 
Cunanan killings on gay liberation

III n opinion piece from regu- 
101 lar contributor Peter A. Jay 
in the July 20 Baltimore Sun 
warps the words of several promi¬ 
nent AIDS activists to claim that 
Cunanan’s spree killing is based in 
a gay male “culture of death.” 

“Gay ‘rage’ has been bubbling 
away for years,” Jay wrote. “The 
only surprise is that it took such a 
long time for a human weapon of 
this sort to detonate. For half a 
century at least, male homosexu¬ 
al life in the United States has 
been a culture of death.” 

Pointing to the toll of the AIDS 
pandemic within the gay male 


population, he adds, “Sooner or 
later, a product of that culture was 
going to take violence on the 
road. ... There will be other 
young men who have come face 
to face with the knowledge that 
their own lives are blighted and 
doomed ... and now want to ex¬ 
perience the rush of killing in 
more traditional ways.” 

In an attempt to mask this 
completely anti-gay attack behind 
a guise a respectability, he cites 
gay AIDS activist Gabriel Rotello’s 
controversial new book, Sexual 
Ecology: AIDS and the Destiny of 
Gay Men: “Rotello shows how 
[the AIDS epidemic’s] successful 
treatment was aborted by gay po¬ 
litical pressure with th,e complici¬ 
ty of mainstream liberal institu¬ 
tions. The former resulted in use-

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ful public-health initiatives such 
as mandatory HIV testing being 
labeled ‘homophobic.’ The latter’s 
role [pushed] ultimately ground¬ 
less propaganda messages - that 
the use of condoms could achieve 
‘safe sex’ and so on.” Jay also tries 
to become Larry Kramer’s bedfel¬ 
low by quoting the AIDS activist 
about how making sex “the cor¬ 
nerstone of gay liberation and 
gay culture” was “playing 
with fire.” Tying it to 
Cunanan, Jay sums up, 

“The fire has left 
tragedy and ashes, and a 
few hot coals, of which 
Cunanan is one of the 
currently prominent.” 

When GLAAD con¬ 
tacted Rotello, he called 
the article “a total disgrace for the 
Baltimore Sun,” noting that his 
book never said that he supports 
mandatory HIV testing, questions 
the usefulness of condoms, or be¬ 
lieves successful AIDS treatments 
were “aborted by gay political 
pressure.” 

Most absurd in Jay’s assertions, 
though, is his attempt to blame Cu- 
nanan’s spree killing on his sexual 
orientation, the AIDS epidemic 
and “gay culture.” Clearly, Jay 
would not blame the crimes of a se¬ 
rial killer who happened to be het¬ 
erosexual on^straight culture.” The 
anti-gay ax Jay is grinding has 
nothing to do with Cunanan and 
everything to do with his seizing an 
opportunity to attack gay people 
and spread lies about our commu¬ 
nity. Cunanan was just the latest 
hook on which Jay hangs his hate. 

Let the Baltimore Sun know 
that serving as a megaphone for 
Jay’s mean-spirited ignorance is 
more than just irresponsible - it 
fuels an atmosphere of anti-gay 
hostility that could lead to violence 
against lesbians and gay men.

The good, the bad 
and the ugly 

The three best-known news- 
weeklies all covered the murder of 
Gianni Versace with varying suc¬ 



cess - U.S. News & World Report 
and Time told the story straight¬ 
forwardly, while Newsweek un¬ 
abashedly went ahead with a sen¬ 
sationalist angle and flashy photo 
captions, despite asking two gay 
men to provide the perspective of 
the lesbian and gay community. 

U.S. News & World Report 
kept coverage to one page, dis¬ 
cussing the known facts 
in the case and analyz¬ 
ing the phenomena of 
serial and spree killers. 
With a minimum of 
speculation about Cu¬ 
nanan and his motives, 
the magazine stuck 
more closely to general 
discussion of what mo¬ 
tivates killers. Time 
gave the coverage 16 pages, with a 
large cover photo of Versace. The 
articles peered into Cunanan’s past, 
and veered occasionally off course 
by discussing his possible HIV-pos¬ 
itive status, and lurid revelations of 
S/M paraphernalia found in his 
San Diego apartment. The maga¬ 
zine goes on to honor Versace’s life 
and work, including a personal 
tribute by friend Madonna. 

Finally, Newsweek both in¬ 
flamed and assuaged. While in¬ 
cluding pieces by two prominent 
gay writers, their coverage as a 
whole pandered to the more sen¬ 
sational aspects of the tragedy 
caused by Andrew Cunanan. 
Opening with the teaser “He was a 
party boy with kinky tastes..the 
story liberally speculates about 
Cunanan’s motives, sex life, and 
HIV status despite a lack of evi¬ 
dence. Additionally, words like 
“flaming” and “flamboyant” 
sprinkled throughout the article 
served only to reinforce the per¬ 
ception that Cunanan’s sexual ori¬ 
entation was one of the causes of 
his murder spree. 

Sadly, in what seemed to be an 
attempt to balance their coverage, 
Newsweek asked two gay writers, 
Richard Alleman and Frank De- 
Caro, to write about the gay com¬ 
munity. Alleman’s piece about 
moving to South Beach seemed to 
be unable to make up its mind: 
while it made the important point 
that lesbians and gay men have 
“more pressing ... concerns: 
keeping their jobs, raising their

kids and fighting for dignity...,” it 
also promulgated the notion of 
the mysterious “gay underworld” 
of circuit parties that so many 
media have obsessed over in rela¬ 
tion to this case. While circuit par¬ 
ties exist, they are no more em¬ 
blematic of the lesbian and com¬ 
munity than Mardi Gras is for the 
straight population. DeCaro’s 
piece celebrates Versace as a fash¬ 
ion icon, and mentions his life as 
an openly gay man. 

Please write to these maga¬ 
zines, and let them know that 
while our community is relieved 
that Andrew Cunanan’s siege has 
ended, we still have a great deal to 
say about the sometimes sloppy 
media siege on lesbian and gay 
men because of it.

Walsh crosses the ‘line’ 

On the July 24 Entertainment 
Tonight, John Walsh, host of 
America’s Most Wanted, implied 
that the lives of the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munity were not as important as 
those of other people. Referring to 
the now-deceased accused spree 
killer Andrew Cunanan, Walsh 
claimed that “he crossed the line 
from killing gay people for re¬ 
venge and started killing innocent 
bystanders.” Encouragingly, the 
very next night Walsh told Enter¬ 
tainment Tonight that “this was 
not about gays or straights. ... It 
didn’t matter what your sexual 
preference was, he’d kill anybody.” 

John Walsh’s contributions to 
the capture of violent criminals 
over the years are exceptional. 
However, his July 24 blanket state¬ 
ment devalues Cunanan’s gay vic¬ 
tims as somehow not “innocent.” 
Does he mean to imply that Jef¬ 
frey Trail and David Madson, the 
two gay men Cunanan first mur¬ 
dered, somehow “asked for it.” 
Everyone who met their deaths at 
the hand of Cunanan were “inno¬ 
cent bystanders” who happened 
to cross paths with a psychopath¬ 
ic killer. Walsh’s statement fuels a 
perception that in some manner, 
the lives of gay men are of less im¬ 
portance than those of heterosex¬ 
ual “innocent bystanders.” 

Please write John Walsh and 
educate him on why his statement 
was inappropriate and downright 
dangerous.

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Violence and gays: 
What’s the real story?

I n connection with the man¬ 
hunt for alleged gay serial 
ft killer Andrew Cunanan, a re¬ 
porter called me to ask whether 
there was any evidence linking 
male homosexuality and violence. 
This struck me as one of the more 
fatuous questions I have been 
asked over the years, but I polite¬ 
ly mentioned a couple of studies 
that have looked at the issue. 
These studies found that, au con- 
traire , gay men are less disposed to 
violence than are heterosexual 
men. The reporter seemed disap¬ 
pointed; probably he had wanted 
some scientific evidence to back 
up his notion that your average 
homo is a budding ax-murderer. 

One of the two studies was 
conducted by sociologist Lee Ellis 
and his colleagues at Minot State 
University in North Dakota. A 
large number of men and women 
were asked about their sexual at¬ 
tractions, their history of crimi¬ 
nality and violence, and their 
propensity to react violently to a 


number of hypothetical situa¬ 
tions. The gay men reported sig¬ 
nificantly fewer lifetime episodes 
of violent or criminal behavior 
than did the heterosexual men 
(except in the category of drug of¬ 
fenses, in which they reported 
more episodes). 

The other study, by psycholo¬ 
gists Brian Gladue (of North 
Dakota State University at Fargo) 
and Michael Bailey (of North¬ 
western University), looked not 
just at actual physical aggression 
but also at verbal aggressiveness 
and competitiveness. With physi¬ 
cal aggression, Gladue and Bailey 
replicated Ellis’s findings: gay men 
were less aggressive. But with the 
other forms of aggression, gay 
men were the equal of their het¬ 
erosexual peers. These findings 
undermine the notion that gay 


men are more inspired with 
brotherly love than straight men: 
they may just be more scared of 
getting beaten up. That could be a 
hold-over from childhood, for a 
reluctance to get involved in play¬ 
fighting is one of the strongest in¬ 
dicators that a boy will grow up 
gay, according to several retro¬ 
spective studies. 

With respect to women, the 
two studies are in disagreement. 
In Ellis’s study, the bi¬ 
sexual or lesbian 
women reported hav¬ 
ing engaged in more inci¬ 
dents of violence or criminal¬ 
ity than the heterosexual 
women, but Gladue and Bailey 
found no differences 
in any of their cate¬ 
gories. Given the 
prominence of les¬ 
bians in some sports, 
one might imagine that 
there is a sub-group of lesbians 
who are more competitive than 
most heterosexual women, but if 
so, that doesn’t translate into a 
safe generalization about the “av¬ 
erage” lesbian. As with so many 


other traits, lesbians seem more 
diverse and harder to categorize 
than gay men. 

The lower physical aggressive¬ 
ness of gay men is another exam¬ 
ple of a sex-atypical trait associat¬ 
ed with homosexuality, for hun¬ 
dreds of studies, across many cul¬ 
tures, have documented that men 
are generally more aggressive and 
more criminal than women. In my 
view, it fits well with the notion 
that sexual orientation, in men es¬ 
pecially, is part of a package of 
traits that are influenced by sex- 
atypical biological processes. This 
supposition is bolstered by animal 
experiments: both decreased ag¬ 
gressiveness and same-sex partner 
preference can be induced in male 
animals of several species by treat¬ 
ments that influence the prenatal 
sexual differentiation of the brain. 


But others may see the connection 
as a consequence of complex so¬ 
cial interactions during childhood 
and later. 

As to whether the lower ag¬ 
gressiveness of gay men is a “good 
thing” or a “bad thing,” that de¬ 
pends very much on circum¬ 
stances. If it promotes peaceable 
living and cooperation, fine. If it 
causes us to let our rights be 
trampled on, not so fine. The de¬ 
bate surrunding 
these issues in the 
gay male com¬ 
munity replicates a debate 
that has occupied feminists for 
decades. But in the gay male 
community, there’s an added 
wrinkle, because be¬ 
coming stereo typically 
masculine is often seen 
as a means of attract¬ 
ing other gay men. Ag¬ 
gressiveness, in our 
community, is something we both 
love and hate. 

There is one kind of violence 
where there may be a real connec¬ 
tion to male homosexuality, and 
that is sexual homicide - killing a 
person during or immediately 
after sex. According to one study 
conducted in the 1970s, this very 
rare crime involves two men 
about as often as it does a man 
and a woman - more often, in 
other words, than the overall 
prevalence of homosexuality 
would predict. 

One could speculate that the 
perpetrators of such crimes are 
men who are in extraordinary 
conflict about their same-sex 
urges. One incident that I experi¬ 
enced, many decades ago, bol-’ 
stered that belief for me: a man I 
had picked up threatened me with 
a knife immediately after we had 
sex, while declaring over and over 
again that he wasn’t gay. A quick 
911 call sent him running - but 
the incident helped teach me 
some advantages of monogamy. 
Gay sexual homicide should teach 
us all the importance of overcom¬ 
ing homophobia, including the 
homophobia lurking within some 
gay people. T

rainbow banners billowing be¬ 
tween trees. 

Replete with the best of rustic 
cuisine, community, and campi- 
ness, the queer space at the annu¬ 
al gathering is by now an estab¬ 
lished tradition, according to one 
of Faerie Camp founders, Dennis 
Peron. 

“Actually, the first Rainbow 
Gathering came out of Oregon in 
1970, the Vortex Festival,” Peron 
said. “From there, people 
arranged to meet in 1971 in Col¬ 
orado for the first Rainbow Gath¬ 
ering in a place called Grandy, 
high in the Rockies.” 

Peron’s car broke down on the 
way from California to the very 
first gathering - and he didn’t 
make it to the next Rainbow 
Gathering until 1974. 

“Of 26 gatherings, I’ve made it 
to 15,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “In 1980,1 took my lover 
Steve to the gathering. We were 
camped just by ourselves and we 
put up a sign on a peace pole that 
said ‘Are there any other gay peo¬ 


ple here besides us - and why 
don’t we meet?’ The next day 
about 40 people showed up and 
we decided to camp with each 
other. From then on, every year 
since 1980, there has been a Faerie 
Camp: a camp where gay people 
can go to be who they are, to be 
with each other.” 

Frequently cast in the media as 
a one-dimensional “medical mar¬ 
ijuana” figure, Peron says his life 
and work are integrally linked 
with the set of values espoused at 
the Rainbow Gatherings. 

“I’m a child of the sixties: I be¬ 
lieve in free love and free food and 
communalism and cooperation,” 
he said. “So I see this as a contin¬ 
uation of the sixties, where we’ve 
not only worked for peace and 
love, but we actually lived it. 

“It wasn’t just a slogan.” 

Freer than straights 

At a gathering where so many 
people from different cultures,

p hen 20,000 people from 
around the country gath- 
, % ered in breathtakingly

time, a lesbian and gay presence is 
important - and beneficial, Peron 
said. 

“In many ways we are freer 
than straight people because of 
our struggle. We know what lib¬ 
eration is, we also are more will¬ 
ing to take a risk and push soci¬ 
ety along,” he said. “I think gay 
people have a special role. It’s not 
just about beauty, it’s not just 
about compassion, it’s about 
courage. 

“We have the courage to 
change society and confront the 
monsters. I think gay people are 
chosen to lead this country to a 
more loving place. I believe that. 

“It’s important for us to be at 
the Rainbow Gathering and for 
people to understand that we are 
part of the mosaic. It’s a continu¬ 
ation of the dream that started in 
the sixties.” 

Peron thinks that the annual 
Faerie Camp convocation is actu¬ 
ally a microcosm of America. 

“It’s the most representative of 
any camp. We had Latin people, 
black people, people from every 
economic bracket, and they all 
were fighters in their own way,” he 
said. 

Logistics of maintaining the 
camp can be a challenge, he ac¬ 
knowledged - including keeping a 
set of pots and pans and utensils 
capable of feeding scores and 
scores, even hundreds, of people. 
Money comes from donations 
and contributions: whatever can 
be pulled out of the “Magic Hat.” 

“The food trip has always been 
the hardest thing to organize,” he 
said. “Logistically, it’s just pots and 
grill and beans, but it’s getting the 


beans and rice there, getting the 
grill together. It’s amazing how 
many people can live on beans 
and rice. It’s perfect food. It’s not 
elaborate.” 

And according to Peron, les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der people of all ages from 
throughout the Rainbow Gather¬ 
ing come to hob-nob - and in 
some cases to find the acceptance 
and encouragement to come out.

The Faerie Camp has weath¬ 
ered the loss of most of its 
founders to AIDS, Person told the 
Bay Area Reporter. For several 
years many campers were sick 
with AIDS, although this year’s 
event showed promising signs of 
change. 

“For the first time in last three 
gatherings, the Faerie camp was¬ 
n’t overwhelmed with HIV,” he 
said. “At the last three gatherings 
I went to we had so many brothers 
sick with HIV that we had a spe¬ 
cial section for them to help. It 
was closer to the kitchen, nearer 
the potty. We’d always have special 
meal servings for them.” 

Such special arrangements 
were not needed this year.

Another delay for 
Women’s Building 
- bar is in probate

he Dovre Club has again 
managed to delay the evic- 
II tion process to oust it from 
the San Francisco Women’s Build¬ 
ing. Sacramento-area resident 
John Cassidy, who for the last few 
months has said that he is the 
legal owner of the Dovre Club is 
not, in fact, the heir and tenant in 
possession. As a result, the 
Women’s Building must refile its 
eviction notice. 

Cassidy’s revelation, made 
Monday, July 28 before San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court Judge Her¬ 
bert Donaldson, resulted in the 
eviction trial being pulled from 
the court calendar. 

Neither Donaldson, nor Esper- 
anza Macias, executive director of 
the Women’s Building, were 
pleased at Cassidy’s disclosure on 
the first day of trial. 

The Dovre Club has not had a 
lease on its space inside the 
Women’s Building in the Mission 
District since 1989. Planned 
structural retrofitting of the 
building to bring it up to code has 
led the Women’s Building to evict 
the popular bar. If the construc¬ 
tion is not started this summer, 
the Women’s Building will be 
closed. 

The Dovre Club has stubborn¬ 
ly refused to vacate the premises; 
politico Jack Davis and columnist 
Warren Hinckle have successfully 
mobilized its patrons, and the bar 
has delayed the eviction process 
for months. 

The Women’s Building, an 
equally popular institution, serves 
more than 50,000 women, girls, 
and families annually by provid¬ 
ing numerous programs and 
meeting space for community 
groups. 

“The judge said he would en¬ 
tertain motions for sanctions 
against John Cassidy. He said and 
stated in writing that he had in¬ 


herited the bar and was the tenant 
in possession,” Macias fold the 
B.A.R. 

Joe Brava, the attorney repre¬ 
senting the Women’s Building, is 
planning to file such motions, she 
added. Brava took the case pro 
bono. 

Cassidy told the court that 
Nolan’s estate is still in probate; 
which means the eviction notice 
must be served against the estate, 
not Cassidy. Macias said that had 
they known, the suit would have 
been filed against the estate. Cas¬ 
sidy is the executor of Nolan’s es¬ 
tate. 

“If their point is stalling, then 
they’ve made their point. If their 
point is what’s best for the com¬ 
munity, now it comes down to 
safety. It definitely puts us in a 
crunch time-wise,” Macias said. 

The Women’s Building has 
been designated a Level I seismic 
risk by the city. In addition to the 
retrofitting, construction will be 
done to bring the building into 
compliance with the Americans 
with Disabilities Act (ADA). That 
work requires changes to the cor¬ 
ner space presently occupied by 
the Dovre Club. 

Ultimately, the Women’s 
Building will have a licensed child 
care center, classrooms for after¬ 
school programs, and expanded 
information areas in the space 
where the Dovre Club is now. Ac¬ 
cessibility requirements to bath¬ 
rooms and to the building itself 
will also cut into the bar area. 

Macias had hoped to have the 
project put out to bid in late Au¬ 
gust, with work expected to start 
in September. Preliminary work, 
including asbestos testing needs 
to be put on hold now with this 
latest delay. 

“It feels like a lot of game-play¬ 
ing, and it most definitely ap¬ 
peared to be a charade,” Macias 
said of Cassidy’s latest disclosure. 

Cassidy could not be reached 
for comment. ▼

Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. 

Pediatric Use 

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatric patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125,0.5, 
1. and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BID regimens. The mean 
± SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9 1 31.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (C„) and area under the plasma concentration¬ 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21), the mean ± SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 ± 9.17 L/m 2 The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration of stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0.008 to 0.105 pg/mL at times ranging from 
2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging from 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% to 125% (mean ± SD of 59% + 35%) 
of the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean ± 
SD total body clearance after intravenous infusion was 247 ± 94 
ml/min/nr The mean ± SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/m. The percent of the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% after oral administration 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight. When dosing according to body weight, the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
receive the recommended adult dose. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS

AIDS. 

In 1993, Rybicki headed west 
and arrived in the Bay Area. He 
was executive director at the AIDS 
Project of Contra Costa County. 
Rybicki directed day-to-day oper¬ 
ations of the county’s largest 
HIV/AIDS social service agency 
until 1995. 

After leaving California, Rybic¬ 
ki returned to the Windy City, and 
since 1995, has worked with the 
Chicago Department of Public 
Health. Colleagues praised his 
work. “Bob has been effective in 
bringing numerous communities 
to the table,” said Tim Harvey, 
chair of the HIV Planning Coun¬ 
cil in Chicago. “He has been effec¬ 
tive by maintaining honest and 
open communication and devel¬ 
oping an inclusive planning 
process.” 

‘Visionary leadership’ 

These days, Shanti is looking 
to the future. “Visionary leader¬ 
ship is required to meet the chal¬ 
lenges of a rapidly changing AIDS 
epidemic,” O’Grady said. “The 
board is tremendously excited 
about hiring Bob Rybicki, and his 
potential to provide hat leader¬ 
ship. He will be a powerful addi¬ 
tion to the Shanti family.” 

Focusing on its strengths, O’¬ 
Grady said Shanti continues to re¬ 
cruit and train hundreds of vol¬ 
unteers who, in turn, provide 
thousands of hours of emotional 
and practical support to people 
living with HIV/AIDS. The 
agency is in the midst of a media 
campaign; billboards and bus 
shelters around San Francisco fea¬ 
ture pictures of people accompa¬ 
nied by the phrase, “We still need 
your help because people still 
have AIDS.” 

Doren Martin, development 
director, said that Shanti is at¬ 
tempting to reconnect with the 
community to find people who 
are willing to provide emotional 
and practical suppori. 

Former Shanti executive direc¬ 
tor Gloria Sandoval resigned this 
spring and now runs a battered 
women’s shelter in the East Bay.

11 but concealed among the 
fJI hundreds of dykes on mo- 
torcycles at last month’s 
pride parade was a lesbian couple 
riding a Harley-Davidson. One of 
the women may have stood out a 
little because of the starched white 
shirt she wore - a clothing choice 
her partner couldn’t believe - but 
few of the thousands of onlookers 
recognized her. For a few hours, 
Dr. Sandra Hernandez enjoyed 
the anonymity. 

She used to own a motorcycle, 
and “for some reason,” she wanted 
to ride one in the parade this year, 
Hernandez told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “It’s something you do 
once in a lifetime,” she laughed 
when asked whether she would do 
it again next year. 

It’s been almost a week since 
Hernandez, a Latina lesbian, left 
her job as San Francisco’s director 
of health, a position she held since 
January 1994. Next month, she 
becomes director of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Foundation, an organization 
established 49 years ago that, 
among other things, awards ap¬ 
proximately $40 million in grants 
to various community groups in 
five Bay Area counties. It will be a 
dramatic change in many respects 
- among other things, it will be 
the first time in 13 years that Her¬ 
nandez wop’t. be. working, in pubr 
lie health. As health director she 
oversaw a budget of about $729 
million and 6,000 employees; the 
foundation has assets of more 
than $450 million and she will 
oversee a staff of 40. 

‘When might be 
a good time?’ 

Hernandez is not an easy 
woman to schedule a meeting 
with, but before she left the De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH), she met for a series of ex¬ 
clusive interviews with the B.A.R. 
(The first half of the interviews 
appeared last week, July 24.) In 
this concluding article, Hernan¬ 
dez looks ahead to her job at the 
San Francisco Foundation, and 
also looks back on her tenure as 
the city’s top health official. 

It is not a tenure she left with¬ 
out reluctance, Hernandez ac¬ 
knowledged. She said she was not 
looking for another job when she 
was approached by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Foundation, a lengthy 
process that took “many months.” 
The foundation has been without 
a director for over a year. 

“I liked them and I was kind of 
moved by that,” she said of her ini¬ 
tial meeting with foundation board 
members. “The board has very di¬ 
verse backgrounds and is a fairly 
diverse board. I left and then got 
the call when they offered the job. 

“I said ‘no’ more than once to 
them,” recalled Hernandez. 
“Then, they came back and asked, 
‘when might be a good time?”’ 

That was a new perspective, 
and Hernandez then made her de¬ 
cision, announcing her resignation 
June 3. Since she was in a very pub¬ 
lic job as health director, rumors 
were swirling among city officials. 

“As usual,” she said, “I was an¬ 
noyed by the leaks.” 

Running the San Francisco 
Foundation, Hernandez will be 
able to draw from her experience 


with local government. As she 
said, “I know where government’s 
reach kind of ends.” 

She would like to work effec¬ 
tively with other foundations in 
the Bay Area. The philanthropic 
community has its own turfs, 
Hernandez said, and many large 
donors give to several organiza¬ 
tions. “I’d like to get a collabora¬ 
tive spirit together for a more 
united vision.” 

Being on the verge of welfare 
reform, charitable foundations 
will need to step up to the plate, 
but that shouldn’t be difficult. “In 
truth, charity has always been at 
the plate,” Hernandez noted. 

The most significant 
things for queers 

During her time at DPH, Her¬ 
nandez implemented a massive 
reorganization that divided the 
department into two broad divi¬ 
sions, one to oversee the city’s 
hospitals and community clinics 
and the other to oversee public 
health. Within public health, there 
are now three divisions: commu¬ 
nity health (mental health, sub¬ 
stance abuse) services; communi¬ 
ty health and safety (disease con¬ 
trol, environmental health); and 
community health promotion 
' and prevention (AIDS, HIV pre¬ 
vention, sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease [STD] prevention). 

“It may seem odd, but I think 
the department’s reorganization is 
probably the most important 
thing for any community,” Her¬ 
nandez told the B.A.R. “A lot of, 
health issues in the gay communi¬ 
ty are related to prevention, 
whether it’s smoking, safe sex, or 
mental health, and for the first 
time, the department will have a 
prevention division.” 

She was particularly pleased, 
she said, that “HIV, STDs, tubercu¬ 
losis, all the diseases will be put into 
a broader prevention program.” 

The other major achievement 
that occurred while Hernandez 
was health director was the city’s 
implementation of substance 
abuse treatment on demand this 
year. The program was champi¬ 
oned by Hernandez, Supervisor 
Susan Leal, and Mayor Willie 
Brown, and has the support of the 
entire board of supervisors and 
the city’s health commission. The 
city started expanding existing 
substance abuse treatment pro¬ 
grams in the 1996-97 budget. The 
supervisors appropriated $8 mil¬ 
lion in city funds for the first 
phase of the program in the cur¬ 
rent 1997-98 budget. 

A community planning coun¬ 
cil was formed earlier this year to 
develop the city’s plan for provid¬ 
ing treatment on demand. Public 
input was also received at board of 
supervisors’ committee hearings. 

In May, when the health com¬ 
mission unanimously adopted a 
resolution in support of substance 
abuse treatment on demand, Her¬ 
nandez said the challenge will be 
for the city and public to be pa¬ 
tient, as the impact probably 
won’t be seen for two, three, or 
four years. Hernandez was asked 
whether she believes people will 
have the necessary patience. 

“Absolutely,” she responded. 
“Drug treatment from a public 
health point of view simply makes 
sense. What I love most is every¬ 
body in the city and community 


thinks it’s their plan; I’m thrilled. 
The more people that claim it as 
their plan, the better. Will people 
be patient enough? I think it’s 
going to be there. I can walk away 
and know it’s going to happen.” 

Hernandez anticipates more 
money being used for the pro¬ 
gram, which in full form will 
probably cost $20 million per 
year. Right now, the city is taking 
“bitable chunks,” she said, in part 
because resources are limited. 

The benefits will be seen 
throughout local government, she 
said, pointing out that substance 
abuse affects the criminal justice 
system, hospital emergency 
rooms, and foster care programs, 
to name just a few. 

“Substance abuse is about as 
complex a problem as homeless¬ 
ness, and by the way, it con¬ 
tributes to homelessness,” said 
Hernandez. 

Her friend and colleague 

From now until a new director 
is named by the mayor and ap¬ 
proved by the health commission, 
Dr. Mitch Katz will serve as inter¬ 
im health director. Hernandez is 
extremely pleased about that; she 
and Katz have worked together 
for years. Both openly gay health 
leaders have received a fair 
amount of criticism from the gay 
community, but both view that as 
part of the job. 

“Most people don’t realize how 
many things are on Mitch’s plate,” 
she said. He oversees the AIDS 
Office, runs the city’s STD and TB

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Dental damn

n San Francisco, the Federal 

Ryan White CARE Act helps to 

fund a wide variety of services 
for Persons with AIDS. One such 
service critical to many people 
with AIDS is dental care. Ryan 
White funded dental care in San 
Francisco and connected Ryan 
White areas is provided by dental 
students at the CARE-funded 
HIV Program located at the Uni¬ 
versity of the Pacific (UOP) Den¬ 
tal School in the Pacific Heights 
neighborhood of San Francisco. 
Generally, procedures take much 
longer at UOP than in a regular 
dentist’s office and can require 
many return visits for treatments 
that might be completed in one 
visit by a dentist. Despite the 
added inconvenience to PWAs, 
dental treatment at UOP seems to 
cost Ryan White as much as it 
would at private dentist. 

UOP receives approximately 
$1.1 million dollars in CARE 
funds annually and serves ap¬ 
proximately 1500 patients. 

Some PWAs are beginning to 
ask why they should be forced to 
endure added inconvenience 
when there is no net savings in 
Ryan White funds that could be 
used for other purposes. A few 
have also questioned the lack of a 
means test for the program and 
wondered why so much Ryan 
White money should be allocated 
to dental care for wealthier PWAs 
while poorer PWAs go without 
housing. 

A CARE-funded survey of 532 
persons in a part of the Bay Area 
(which includes San Francisco) 
with HIV disease found that of 
those people stating they had an 
unmet need, dental care was se¬ 
lected by 22% as an unmet need, 
followed by helper/companion 
(13%), and acupuncture, legal ad¬ 
vice, and transportation (all with 
10%). This study also found that 
while client satisfaction with UOP 
dental services ranked 12th out of 
the sixteen categories surveyed, 
the average client rating for UOP- 
provided dental services was four 
on a five point scale, which trans¬ 
lates to “very good.” 

Despite this favorable rating, 
many PWAs have expressed frus¬ 
tration with the UOP dental pro¬ 
gram, alleging that the program 
requires visits that are too long 
and/or too frequent, and have ex¬ 


pressed dissatisfaction with other 
areas, such as an unwillingness of 
program dentists to prescribe ef¬ 
fective pain medication. Four 
PWAs attending the July 17,1997, 
meeting of the Community Input 
Committee of the Mayor’s HIV 
Health Services Planning Council 
(CARE council) testified about 
their dissatisfaction with aspects 
of UOP dental care. 

The Care Council’s 
response 

One person working to ^ 
address these concerns 
is Will Carter, a com¬ 
munity representative 
on both the CARE 
council and its commu¬ 
nity input committee. Mr. 

Carter has heard many 
PWAs express their 
frustration with the 
length and frequency 
of visits required at 
UOP. “For people with AIDS, 
dental care is primary care. What 
we found so far is that there is a 
need for dental services. Howev¬ 
er, a lot of people have to go back 
[to UOP] three and four times for 
simple service. UOP takes a very 
long time to do something a pri¬ 
vate practice dentist would do in a 
few hours.” 

The director of the CARE Pro¬ 
gram at UOP, Gene Gowdey, 
D.D.S., M.A.(who also serves on 
the CARE council), recognizes 
that dental care provided by stu¬ 
dents at UOP can take longer than 
that provided by a regular dentists. 

“Because we are an education¬ 
al institution, and the students are 
taking the primary responsibility 
for patient care, we have a much 
slower pace than what is offered 
in a private practice setting,” he 
said. “Students must have faculty 
supervision. Students must have a 
faculty member oversee every 
stage of the process and that caus¬ 
es the appointment time and 
number of appointments to in¬ 
crease significantly over that of a 
private practice.” 

A pain in the ...? 

Another concern that PWAs 
have expressed about the UOP 
dental program is its reluctance to 
prescribe narcotic pain medica¬ 
tions following dental procedures. 
When PWA and ACT UP/Golden 
Gate member Michael Lauro un¬ 
derwent a procedure at UOP, “all 
they would give me was Novocain 
during the procedure and nothing 
to take afterwards. I asked, repeat¬ 
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edly, and they refused. When I r got 
home and the Novocain wore off, 
I was in tremendous pain for an 
entire day.” 

In response to complaints such 
as Lauro’s, Gowdey explained that 
“the educational institution is 
very conservative with regard to 
the prescribing of controlled sub¬ 
stances and narcotics and will 
prescribe pain medications as 
needed - taking care not to over¬ 
do the prescribing of controlled 
substances.” 

But many poor PWAs 
come from economic, 
social, or ethnic back¬ 
grounds that can lead 
healthcare providers 
to inappropriately 
stereotype them as 
more likely to misuse 
controlled sub¬ 
stances. Does 
Gowdey believe 
CARE patients are 
treated differently from insured or 
wealthier patients? “All patients of 
the University are given equal 
treatment in a uniform manner,” 
he said. “No special process is un¬ 
dertaken with respect to giving 
medication for patients in the 
CARE program.” 

Of course, patients in the 
CARE program do not have the 
option of seeking out dental care 
that is less “conservative” when 
prescribing pain medications. 

Why use dental students? 

While use of student dentists 
can lead to longer procedures and 
more frequent appointments, one 
might hope that it could reduce 
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CARE about your teeth

the cost of procedures thereby 
freeing up Ryan White funds for 
other needs. Presumably, stu¬ 
dents’ fees and tuition would help 
to underwrite the cost of provid¬ 
ing dental services to both CARE- 
funded and economically disad- 
'vantaged patients. 

However, when asked “how 
much less expensive is it to use stu¬ 
dent dentists than real dentists?” 
Gowdey responded that “price 
overall is probably similar, in that 
cost is a function of units over 
time. Less unit cost, times more 
time, equals similar overall cost.” 

In other words, the cost sav¬ 
ings effected by the lower costs of 
student dentists is offset by the 
additional time they take to treat 
patients. 

A possible alternative 

Some CARE council members 
and community activists are 
proposing the use of vouchers or 
cash subsidies to help PWAs pay 
for dental care, rather than forc¬ 
ing PWAs to get care at UOP. 
CARE council member Carter 
supports the idea of alternatives 
such as vouchers or direct pay¬ 
ments to dentists. “Personally, I 


think UOP does a good job, but 
people need more choice about 
this. What we’re thinking about 
doing is keeping the contract at 
UOP and adding some alterna¬ 
tives. Many people with AIDS 
need services beyond that which 
UOP offers.” 

Carter does not believe that it 
will be difficult to find dentists 
willing to treat CARE-funded pa¬ 
tients, “It is never difficult to find 
people who will take money in 
any way shape or form,” he said. 
“Most community providers and 
people who are hooked into the 
needs of their community. I think 
they will go for it.” One local den¬ 
tist contacted by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, East Bay dentist Dr. Joe 
LaLuz, stated his willingness to 
take CARE vouchers. 

Unsurprisingly, UOP’s 
Gowdey is less enthusiastic about 
the idea of vouchers or similar 
programs that would compete 
with the UOP center. According 
to him, “My opinion on vouchers 
is that they ... work well with taxi 
rides and baby-sitters and things 
of that nature, but they are not 
appropriate for a medical service

P rotesting the automotive 
business.” 

m That is what we were re¬ 
duced to with a porcine

But then, some jerk amongst 
the bikers would convince other 
jerks to park it in the middle of an 
intersection. This was that darn 
Radical Element the media had 
been telling us about, and will, for 
a long time. That, or it was a cou¬ 
ple of police insurgents, convinc¬ 
ing the group to block the inter¬ 
section. 

Most of us? We were ready to 
hike to Fresno for all we cared. 
Stopping traffic wasn’t the point, 
but flowing, overtaking and dis¬ 
appearing, swiftly reminding the 
metal machines that they do not 
rule. 

But somebody told us to wait 
there, just right there, and then ... 
a police van shows up. 

They start putting people in it. 

Some people don’t like that. 

People shout, “Let him go!” (It 
was actually a woman, I believe.) 
People talk of turning the van 
over. That is deemed unsuitable, 
what with a few cyclizens inside.

It is the police van’s tire. 

A burly cop calls for backup. 

Cops swoop down from every 
direction. 

They trample bicycles, the 
Judge Dredd hog-riders. Cops 
were as an Examiner reporter de¬ 
scribed it, triumphantly, from his 
viewpoint, picking up trash. 

The first of many arrests of 
people ensnared by the motor¬ 
cade of jackboots are pretty much 
gone. 

And so are their bikes. 

Oh, did I mention that the po¬ 
lice rode on the sidewalks? 

That’s illegal, you know. 

‘A certain level 
of hostility’ 

“Two officers were injured,” a 
cop whined into the mike at the 
press conference at the Hall of 
Justice later that night. Through 
the wonder of technology I was 
allowed to witness the press con¬ 
ference from my bathtub (see 
Brazil). Let’s see, one cop 
bumped, that justifies 120 arrests! 

The wounded officers? Were 
they perhaps the motorcyclists 
riding the wrong way on a one¬ 
way street and on the sidewalk like 


a scene out of Death Race 2000?

They are the same farts who howl 
from their cabs the first and fa¬ 
vorite expletive, “cocksuckers!” to 
anyone who gets in their way. 

But when the five cyclizens 
blocking the fart’s path are ALL 
cocksuckers, and block his pas¬ 
sage so that a few dozen cyclizens, 
including mothers with babies, 
may pass, the expletive has no 
bearing, other than accuracy. 

On TV, it is a story of drivers, 
drivers, and more drivers being 
“inconvenienced.” Oh, whaaah! 
Later, the two cops had been not 
“injured” but “assaulted,” accord¬ 
ing to a moronic reporter on 
Channel Ford. Gee, dude, with 
your exaggerative talents, they’ll all 
be dead before tomorrow’s edition! 

So, if I, as an “objective jour¬ 
nalist,” like my contemporaries, 
may be allowed to a bit of ...

However, Carter believes that 
“if we decentralize it, and put 
more accent on choice and deci¬ 
sion making, and on clients, it will 


work out well.” He points out that 
most poor PWAs don’t live in the 
Pacific Heights neighborhood 
where the UOP dental school is 
located. He believes that it is im¬ 
portant for patients to have access 
to culturally competent dental 
services that are located as close to 
the patient’s home as possible. 
While he recognizes that a decen¬ 
tralized system might be less cost- 
effective, he believes that the ben¬ 
efits will outweigh the possibility 
of additional costs. ▼

hail of bullets. However, they also 
knew he had already used at least 
six of the ten .40 caliber bullets he 
stole with the gun. Because four 
bullets don’t make for much of a 
hail, some criminologists specu¬ 
lated Cunanan might simply take 
his own life. 

They were right. 

After firing repeated rounds of 
tear gas shells and smoke bombs 
into the boat, agents entered and 
found Cunanan’s remains. He had 
put the barrel of his stolen gun in 
his mouth and pulled the trigger. 

They did not, however, find 
any clues about what had prompt¬ 
ed the once bright and attractive 
party boy to go on a murderous 
rampage in which he killed two 
friends, two apparent strangers, 
and Versace. 

Media speculation about Cu¬ 
nanan’s relationship with Versace, 
if any relationship existed at all, 
has included the hypotheses that 
he was infatuated with a member 
of the designer’s entourage; that 
he had met Versace socially a few 
times and may or may not have 
contacted him for financial help 
to leave the country or go under¬ 
ground; and that he was simply 
out to make a name for himself as 
a slayer of the best known gay 
men in America. Because Cu¬ 
nanan did not leave a note of ex¬ 
planation, it is doubtful the world 
will ever really know the truth. 

Gay annoyance 

Several people in the gay com¬ 
munity have denounced the way 
law enforcement officials have

handled the case - even in the 
wake of the suspect’s death. At 
first, when all Cunanan’s victims 
were gay men, many felt the FBI 
failed to sound a sufficient warn¬ 
ing. It was only later, when he 
killed two married heterosexuals 
- apparently for their vehicles - 
that he was put on the federal 
agency’s Most Wanted list. 

Once he was implicated in the 
Versace murder the FBI suggested 
Cunanan might disguise himself 
as a woman, prompting some to 
complain that the theory was 
based on a stereotype of 
“gay=drag,” despite any evidence 
that Cunanan had ever worn 
women’s clothing or would be able 
to pass convincingly as a female. 

But the aspect of the case that 
many gays find most troubling is 
the possible disclosure of Cu¬ 
nanan’s HIV status. The media’s 
hired sociologists, criminologists, 
and other experts postulated that 
Cunanan was killing for revenge, 
a theory that was further ad¬ 
vanced when AIDS counselor 


Mike Dudley told San Diego 
Union-Tribune reporters he be¬ 
lieved Cunanan was the client 
who had become agitated when 
discussing HIV infection several 
months earlier. 

Although the anonymous man 
who might have been Cunanan 
never told the counselor whether 
he had tested positive for HIV, 
Dudley’s statement that “he got 
up and kicked the wall and said, ‘If 
I find out who did this to me, I’m 
gonna get them’” caused the 
media and police to seize upon 
the AIDS angle. 

In Florida, State Attorney 
Kathy Fernandez Rundle will de¬ 
cide this week whether to ask a 
judge to release to police the re¬ 
sults of an HIV test conducted as 
part of Cunanan’s autopsy. State 
law requires the results must be 
kept confidential, but Rundle says 
police may be given access to the 
results if authorities can provide a 
compelling reason for requiring 
the information. 

In Washington, AIDS Action 
Council spokesman Jose Zuniga 
denounced any attempt to break 
HIV confidentiality, saying, “It re¬ 
ally is irresponsible for the media 
to focus on his alleged HIV infec¬ 
tion. Whether that has anything to 
do with it is frankly irrelevant. It’s 
a heinous crime.” 

Collection problems 

A week after the suicide, Cu¬ 
nanan’s body had not been col¬ 
lected. 

The reward money for his cap¬ 
ture, on the other hand, had been 
claimed, if not fully distributed. 
The Miami Beach boat caretaker 
who first called police about the 
shot fired from the houseboat, 


Fernando Carreira, picked up a 
$10,000 reward from the New 
York City Gay and Lesbian Anti- 
Violence Project. 

Carreira, a 71-year-old Por¬ 
tuguese immigrant, is also await¬ 
ing as much as $45,000 in reward 
money from the Miami Beach Po¬ 
lice Department and the FBI. 

Miami Beach Police Chief 
Richard Barreto originally said 
Carreira should not get the cash, 
but has since changed his mind - 
as long as police discover no links 
between him and Cunanan. 

In accepting the award from 
the Anti-Violence Project, the 
caretaker noted that New York 
City Mayor Rudolph Giuliani had 
reneged on a separate $10,000 re¬ 
ward. Giuliani told reporters Car¬ 
reira doesn’t qualify for the re¬ 
ward because his call was not in 
New York City and it did not lead 
to the “apprehension and convic¬ 
tion” of Cunanan. 

Christine Quinn, head of the 
Anti-Violence Project, said the or¬ 
ganization chose to reward Car- 
reira’s actions, and not “stand on 
detail or fine print.” 

The group also used the cere¬ 
mony to point out the large num¬ 
ber of serial killers still at-large 
throughout the United States who 
target gays and lesbians. 

Quinn said there has been no 
justice for killers who dismem¬ 
bered six gay men from New York, 
strangled 12 in Chesapeake, Va., 
and preyed on the gay communi¬ 
ties in Atlanta, Denver, and Irving, 
Texas in the last decade. 

“These cases are not getting 
national attention and they 
should be,” she said. “When the 
victims are from nonwhite, non¬ 
male, nonheterosexual communi¬ 


ties, their lives are not held as seri¬ 
ously by law enforcement.” 

Wednesday, July 30, one week 
after Cunanan’s suicide, the Asso¬ 
ciated Press reported that investi¬ 
gators are now looking into the 
possibility that he may be respon¬ 
sible for the unsolved killings of 
three gay men in San Diego, 
stretching back to 1993. ▼

gency medical service agency. 

Katz is regarded highly in the 
DPH. “We have an executive man¬ 
agement team in this department 
and there is no question that 
every member holds Mitch in 
their high respect and regard,” 
said Hernandez. “That’s quite a 
statement. It’s a diverse team and 
it’s been here a long time.” 

Every Thursday, both Hernan¬ 
dez and Katz go to San Francisco 
General Hospital’s Ward 86; they 
have AIDS patients they see regu¬ 
larly. Hernandez will continue that 
when she starts at the foundation; 
it was part of the agreement. 

Watching the city’s top health 
officials walking the halls, and 
talking with patients, it seems as 
though they are far removed from 
their day-to-day administrative 
jobs. Hernandez easily conversed 
with one patient in Spanish, ask¬ 
ing him questions about his treat¬ 
ment and medications. Katz was 
at the bedside of another patient. 

“On Thursdays, when I can’t 
go, like [a] week when I had six pa¬ 
tients. Who’s going to see them?” 
Hernandez asked. “Mitch is going 
to see those six patients.” ▼

German filmmaker Rosa von Praunheim laid 
the groundwork for a complementary celebra¬ 
tion to unfold in San Francisco this summer. 


Magnus Hirschfeld was the founder of 
Berlin's Institute of Sexual Science and 
one of the first movers and shakers of 
the modem queer liberation movement. 


B ERLIN — The centennial of the found¬ 
ing of Magnus Hirschfeld’s Institute of 
Sexual Science in Berlin was as good an 
occasion as any for a major internation¬ 
al celebration of queer history and culture. After 
all, Hirschfeld was the founder of the modern 
queer liberation movement, and his institute — 
until it was destroyed by the Nazis in 1933 — the 
earliest and best-known venue for the study of 
sexology in the world. This summer’s centennial 
celebration, dubbed Homo 2000, was funded to 
the tune of over 2 million marks (1.2 million dol¬ 
lars) by the Berlin government and spearheaded 
by noted German filmmaker and queer activist 
Rosa yon Praunheim. Homo 2000 has brought to¬ 
gether literally hundreds of speakers for a sum¬ 
mer-long forum on all things queer. In addition to 
the symposium, the city is also hosting an exhibit 
called 100 Years of Homosexuality, the largest queer 
art and culture exhibition ever mounted. This in 
concert with a rich mix of queer film, perfor¬ 
mance, and musical events from around the globe, 
has returned Berlin to its Weimar-era position of 
being on the cutting-edge of queer culture. 

But the Hirschfeld Centennial celebrations are 
not confined to Berlin alone. On a visit to San 
Francisco last year, von Praunheim laid the 
groundwork for a complementary celebration to 
unfold here this summer. A collaboration of the 
German government and several SF agencies — 
primarily Frameline, the Goethe Institute, the 
Harvey Milk Institute, and the Queer Cultural 
Center — the San Francisco counterpart to Homo 
2000 has been witness to events similar to those in 
Berlin, including: lectures on early German queer 
history, a visual history of Hirschfeld’s Institute, 
classes on the development of Berlin’s queer cul¬ 
ture, and showings of early queer German film. 
Last week, an interactive facsimile recreation of 
Hirschfeld’s original Berlin Museum of Sexology 
opened in a SOMA warehouse (see sidebar).

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a monolithically conceived “gay 
lifestyle” (always expressed in the 
singular) to the lugubrious plea¬ 
sure of the general public. And, of 
course, these neo-con “good gays” 
make a lot of money and get a lot 
of air time selling us out to a 
mainstream culture that pretends 
to want to know what we think, 
but which, in reality, is only inter¬ 
ested in confirming its own preju¬ 
dices. Why gay people themselves 
buy their books is sadly often only 
too clear: there is comfort in find¬ 
ing confirmation of one’s own 
self-hate, and pleasure in seeing 
oneself figured in the distorted 
mirror on the wall. 


stead have been busily and suc¬ 
cessfully writing for other acade¬ 
mics, and in the process, have rad¬ 
ically changed the face of the 
academy in America. No apolo¬ 
gies required: this is, after all, what 
academics do — write and talk to 
one another. And queer theory 
has been enormously successful 
and influential within the acade¬ 
my, a power center in American 
life not to be underestimated or 
overlooked. 

But we must also be honest 
and admit that the discourse of 
queer theory has tended to alien¬ 
ate a queer public. It is, quite sim¬ 
ply, hard to read — dense, jar- 


inaccessible it can be. 

Accessibility has rarely been an 
issue of concern to academics. But 
in fields with an investment in so¬ 
cial change, like queer studies, ac¬ 
cessibility has become, for obvious 
reasons, critical. And the problem 
is that popular journalism, the 
usual medium through which aca¬ 
demic ideas are translated and 
made accessible to a general pub¬ 
lic, has expressed little interest in 
queer theory. The result, as Warn¬ 
er writes, is that academics “have 
elected to dismiss journalists, as 
the journalists have dismissed 
them. The frostbite of this mutual 
avoidance has left queer publics

In opposition to mainstream 
conservative gay writing (I use the 
term’s male connotations deliber¬ 
ately), Warner celebrates queer 
academic discourse. But in writ¬ 
ing that the neo-con domination 
of popular publishing has engen¬ 
dered a situation wherein “...it’s 
hardly surprising that so many 
thinking queers have stopped 
writing for a movement public,” 
Warner, at least in part, places the 
blame at the wrong door. Queer 
theorists have rarely cared to write 
for a movement public in the first 
place, leaving the field of popular 
interpretive analysis to sell-outs 
and hacks. Queer academics in- 


gonistic, and often abstract. This 
is perhaps unavoidable, for the 
lamentable prose of academic 
writing is in fact often a useful, 
even necessary kind of shorthand 
for articulating complicated argu¬ 
ments and evoking a shared foun¬ 
dation of common issues and 
concerns. But the activist social 
ethic that compelled many of us 
towards the field in the first place 
is often dropped at the university 
door. Instead of talking in the lan¬ 
guage of our queer communities, 
we develop fluency in this new 
academic language, we use it and 
we get tenure with it. And we 
often forget how alienating and

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stunted and numb.” So queer aca¬ 
demics, if they want to communi¬ 
cate to queer publics, are going to 
have to do it themselves. This is a 
pain in the ass. It requires an en¬ 
tirely different kind of writing and 
so it’s not something many acade¬ 
mics want to do. Working as a 
popular intellectual is a time-con¬ 
suming, unaccustomed role, and 
truth be told it doesn’t count to¬ 
wards tenure or salary decisions. 
Moreover, a popular reputation is 
often viewed as working at cross¬ 
purposes to an academic reputa¬ 
tion, and popular academics are 
thus, I am ashamed to admit, 
viewed with suspicion and disdain. 

But there is no shame in trans¬ 
lating from the language of one 
community into the language of 
another. That is precisely what 
making queer studies accessible is 
all about. Here in San Francisco 
we are pioneers. The Harvey Milk 
Institute and the Gay, Lesbian and 
Bisexual Studies Department at 
City College of San Francisco 
both work to bring queer studies 
out of the academy and into indi¬ 
vidual lives. They are the two 
largest organizations of their kind 
in the world, their growth testi¬ 
mony to the intense interest peo¬ 
ple have in the field. Thus far, 
community-based queer studies 
programs like those of the Harvey 
Milk Institute and City College of 
San Francisco exist nowhere else. 
The field is still too tenuous, too 
embattled to accept populariza¬ 
tion. But it will come and a queer 
education will prove enormously 
useful in our long battle towards 
personal and political liberation. 
And, once again, San Francisco 
will lead the way. T

ou’re in a bar telling a funny 
story or a joke. Your friends 
are in hysterics. “You’re so 
funny,” they say through guffaws. 
“You really should put these sto¬ 
ries into a show.” Ted Bales, the 
lanky actor San Franciscans may 
remember as Father Ray, the gay 
priest in the nudie comedy Party, 
has been telling funny stories in 
bars for years. His friends told 
him to turn these tales into a 
show, and he took them seriously. 

Now on stage at the Plush 
Room in the York Hotel, Ted 
Bales: Lost In the Stars is a collec¬ 
tion of the actor’s bar tales re¬ 
counting his experiences with 
those more famous than himself. 
Basically, the show is two hours of 
tepid dish. Bales and director/co¬ 
writer (and former Party co-star) 
Kellum Lewis are smart enough 
to know that plain dish does not 
theater make, so they’ve added a 
zany pianist (Christopher 
Winslow in a black, spangly Liza 
jacket) and a wacky singer (Krista 
Wigle , who seems to fancy herself 
the next Bernadette Peters) to 
spice things up. Even with the 
added entertainment, however, 
two hours of gossip about the 
likes of Joanne Worley, Joely 
Fisher, Michael Feinstein, Bea 
Arthur, Judith Light, and Patti 
LuPone makes for a pretty thin 
evening in the theatre. 

Bales seems like a nice man. 
He’s funny, ingratiating, 
and displays a queeny 
flare for one-liners and 
the big-eyed double- 
take. But a two-hour 
gossip column is as 
shallow and star-struck 
as it sounds. Bales him¬ 
self describes it as 
shameless name- 
dropping, which it 
is, and prattling 
on and on, which 
it is. If his stories 
about having dinner with the 
ever-needy Liza Minnelli were 
being told in a bar after a show or 
at a dinner party, they’d be fun, 
but on a stage under a spotlight 
it’s just so much flailing about in 
the shallow waters of celebrity. To 
make matters worse, not one of 
Bales’ stories has a satisfying end¬ 
ing. “So that’s my Suzanne 
Somers story” is his typical way 
of wrapping things up. 

The actor’s great revelation 
early in the show is when he real¬ 
izes that “stars are just people who 
happen to be stars.” And like Bar¬ 
bra, he tells us, we’re all just peo¬ 
ple, people who need the idiocy of 
celebrity to infest our meager 
lives. Bales worships at the shrine 
of celebrity, so he has absolutely 
no perspective on the individuals 
he’s describing: Somers is a crass 
publicity monger; Liza is sweet, 
nice, and lovely, but just a per¬ 
sona; Worley is a big mouth; Light 
is a tireless AIDS activist (during 
this segment, Bales lights black 
candles and the singer iaunches 
into “Not a Day Goes By”); Fein¬ 
stein is a friend in deed; and 
LuPone is a legend. Apparently 
still waters can run shallow. 

Throughout the show, Bales 
laments the state of his career. 
He’s sunk so low he’s “doing his 
club act.” It’s easy to sympathize. 
By telling stories about these 
“stars,” Bales is somehow con¬ 
necting with them, which lends 


an air of pathos to the proceed¬ 
ings. Still, about the most insight¬ 
ful thing to come from 
Lost In the Stars is 
something Bales said 
perhaps inadvertently: 
“Celebrity puts a name 
and a face to society’s 
problems.” So true. 
Now there’s a subject 
worth exploring. Bales’ 
show returns to 
the Plush Room 
August 12-30. For

Deliriously Durang 

Laughing Wild, the 1987 knee- 
slapper by Christopher Durang, 

one of the most gifted, and lately 
unproductive, gay playwrights 
around, is getting a rousing treat¬ 
ment by the Sea Theater Compa¬ 
ny at the Shelton Theater. This 
two-character comedy covers 
loads of big topics: AIDS, the na¬ 
ture of homosexuality, ozone de¬ 
pletion, belief in God, the impor¬ 
tance of breathing, and the merits 
of tuna fish. But it’s greatest ap¬ 
peal is simply that it’s hysterically

funny. 

Linda Ayres-Frederick is 

“Woman” and Matt Ross is 
“Man.” They play insane New 
Yorkers, but of different types. She 
is the loony-on-the-street kind 
who knocks people over the head 
in the supermarket if they block 
her cart. He’s into the vapid “new 
age” void of meditations, affirma¬ 
tions, and positive energy flow, all 
of which he uses as a distraction 
from his looming, heretofore un¬ 
acknowledged homosexuality. For 
the better part of this play’s 75 
minutes, each of the characters 
delivers a droll monologue detail¬ 
ing the chunk of craziness they 
happen to inhabit. Then, for the 
riotous finale, the characters come 
together in a pop-culture blitz of 
comedy. The characters are shar¬ 
ing a simultaneous dream in 
which the woman has killed Sally 
Jesse Raphael and taken over 
her victim’s talk show. The man is 
the show’s only guest: the Infant 
of Prague. The topic: safe sex. It’s 
Durang at his daffy best. 

Ayres-Frederick, who has 
played this role before, is a pow¬ 
erhouse. Sometimes she’s so crazy 
she’s scary, which occasionally 
dampens the comedy. But Ross is 
picture-perfect from start to fin¬ 
ish. His repressed, cosmically con¬ 
scious gay man — picture a gay 
Joe Pesci — is easily the finest 
comic performance currently on 
the San Francisco stage. Under 
Maria Mazer’s direction, both 
capture the sad longing and 
comic energy of Durang’s dra¬ 
matic world. Fast, furious, and 
hysterically funny, Laughing Wild 
is a late-night theater treat. The 
play runs Fridays and Saturdays at 
10 p.m. and Sundays at 8 p.m. 
through August 17 at the Shelton 
Theater.

Venture’s second performance 
of Billy Budd Friday was virtually 
devoid of sexual charge. I didn’t 
get the sense that this was a con¬ 
cession to tourists, who com¬ 
prised a significant portion of the 
audience. Alas, it’s more likely that 
the cast Gordon has assembled 
can’t feel the story’s sexual under¬ 
currents, can’t act them, or both. 
There’s more sexual energy at the 
average SF Muni stop than there 
is anywhere aboard the C.A. 
Thayer. 

As Billy, tall blond Eric Flom is 
plenty handsome, and his look is 
squarely on the boy-young man 
boundary Melville so painstak¬ 
ingly and obsessively describes. 
But while he’s got Billy’s “wise- 
fool” essence down pat, he’s not 
much of a sexual magnet. His sec¬ 
ond-act emergence from the hold 
— bare-chested, night-shirt in 
hand — feels manipulative, dry, 
and cold. Melville, and Britten 
after him, clearly had other re¬ 
sponses in mind. 

But the fatal blow to Venture’s 
Billy Budd is the small-scale Clag- 
gart of Simon Vance. Shorter than 
Billy by more than a foot, and not 
a bit menacing, Vance simply can’t 
exert enough credible evil for 
Billy’s contrasting good to count 
for much. The crewmen "don’t 
seem to fear him, but they do 
loathe him, and we know just how 
they feel. 

Lawrence Lee Jones’ Captain 
Vere is the only three-dimension¬ 
al character on board, and it’s not 
until his tortured appearance at 
the court martial that much of 
anything happens. From that 


point on, the potent moral ambi¬ 
guity of the story exerts its familiar 
force. But it’s too little, too late. ▼

Venture Theatre's 'Billy Budd'

' ' erforming Billy Budd on 

shipboard is the latest in- 
ll spired idea of Venture The¬ 
ater director Andrea Gordon. 
Never mind that the 1895 
schooner C.A. Thayer, docked at 
the Hyde Street Pier, is nearly a 
century too recent for the Her¬ 
man Melville story, set in 1797. 
Sitting on the deck of the gently 
rocking Thayer in the chill sum¬ 
mer fog, the mournful cries of sea 
gulls overhead, adds appreciably 
to the atmosphere of Melville’s 
stark tale. 

But Gordon’s production runs 
aground in a welter of intentions 
at cross-purposes. Every move in 
the direction of heightening the 
realism and upping the dramatic 
ante is offset by another that dis¬ 
tances the audience. Costumed 
cast members (the ship’s officers, 
it later turns out) meet their bun- 
dled-up audience at the pier and, 
for the next several hours, usher 
them from play space to play 
space (the work is performed on 
deck and in the cabins below). It’s 
all very cute, but as far from the 
story’s feeling world as you can 
get. Turning Billy Budd into a 
high-minded tourist attraction —- 
in a city whose native theater au¬ 
dience is more likely to know Billy 
as a Benjamin Britten opera than 
as the Herman Melville novella 
that inspired it — counts as a 
major missed opportunity. The 
clumsy process of herding the au¬ 
dience from one cramped playing 
space to another repeatedly saps 
the play of dramatic momentum 
and only serves to underscore the 
already choppy feel of the 1951 
Louis O. Coxe and Robert Chap¬ 
man dramatization, which im¬ 
poses its own niggardly economy 
on the story. 

But enervating migrations 
aside, the real void at the center of 
the play and this Venture produc¬ 
tion is the lack of opportunity 
both provide for the story’s strong 
homoerotic undercurrents to 
emerge. There’s some talk about 
Billy’s physical beauty and the love 
his fellow crewmen come to feel 
for him, but the playwrights don’t 
let the crew call Billy “Baby” and 
“Beauty” with anything like the 
frequency and charge both 
Melville and Britten do. At times it 
feels like an attempt to slip the ho¬ 
moerotic elements past the audi¬ 
ence, rather than let them drive the 
story forward, as in fact they do.

Canadian magazines define homo culture north of the border

ired of living in the shadow 
of a cultural superpower 
1 and reading publications 
aimed at Americans, gay men in 
Canada are developing their own 


magazines, ones that reflect their 
north-of-the-border sensibility. 
It’s a difficult task — language 
barriers, cultural differences, and 
economic obstacles persist — but 
recent efforts to assert a national 
gay identity are bearing first fruit. 
Gay Canadians are enjoying a 
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publishing boom, and along the 
way, they’re learning what it 
means to be Canadian. 

“There was a need for this in 
Canada,” says Jim Armstrong, ed¬ 
itor-in-chief of Fab, a bi-monthly 
magazine. “In the States, there are 
Out and the Advocate and Genre, 
but Canada didn’t really have any¬ 
thing specifically for gay people. 
So we thought we’d give it a shot.” 

Along with two business part¬ 
ners in Toronto, Armstrong start¬ 
ed Fab a year ago as a slick publi¬ 
cation heavy on style and culture; 
circulation is now 30,000. Icon, a 
competing men’s entertainment 
monthly launched slightly 
earlier, is also based in 
Toronto and distributed 
across Canada. But what 
makes these publications 
Canadian? News and pol¬ 
itics have more obvious 
Canada-specific angles, 
but are Canadian swim¬ 
suits, novels, and dance 
music really so different ' 
from their counterparts in 
American magazines? 

“It’s not necessarily the 
issues we talk about. We try 
to write with a Canadian 
sensibility,” Armstrong says. 

“I try to use Canadian de¬ 
signers when we’re showcas¬ 
ing fashion, and we use pri¬ 
marily Canadian writers. We 
want to talk about what’s of in¬ 
terest to the people of Canada.” 

The issues addressed run 
from the urgent to the frivo¬ 
lous. What will the Hawaii deci¬ 
sion mean for gay marriage in 
Canada? Where are the parties 
after Toronto’s mammoth Pride 
parade? How can Victoria Day be¬ 
come a holiday for present-day 
queens? 

Filling a need 

An important part of defining 
a gay Canadian identity is explor¬ 
ing how national identity and sex¬ 
uality intersect. A new porn mag¬ 
azine, Canadian Male, helps 
Canadian men eroticize their 
countrymen while supporting 
their home community. 

“It’s national pride,” says Don 
MacLean, editor of Canadian 
Male.“We want to reassure readers 
that when they plunk down their 
five dollars for Canadian Male, 
that they’re supporting people in 
Canada. We have so much media 
coming in from the States, that this 
is the counter-offer we’re making 
to readers. You can support Amer¬ 
ican magazines, or you can sup¬ 
port a Canadian magazine that 
supports Canadian businesses.” 

While Fab and Icon inject 
Canadian perspectives into a fa¬ 
miliar mold, Canadian Male's 
unique style is different from 
American magazines. Under 
Canada’s famously strict obsceni¬ 
ty laws, first of all, erotic content is 
rigidly restricted. But there’s also 
a less quantifiable distinction: less 
emphasis on commercial promo¬ 
tion and professional models, and 
more emphasis on regular guys 
having a good time. 

- “It’s sort of this undefinable 
quality,” says MacLean. “Yes, we 
can set the stories in Canada, 
make it clear that the contributors 
are Canadian, say the models are 
Canadian, but it’s an undefined 
feeling that differentiates it from 
the American equivalent.” 

Why have Canadian maga¬ 
zines burst onto the scene now, 
five years after the American 
boom that launched Out, Genre, 
and the now-defunct Ten Percent? 


Partly, the same eco¬ 
nomic forces that made 
gay publications appeal 
to American advertisers 
are at work in the 
smaller Canadian mar¬ 
ket, albeit more slowly: 
once publishers saw 
that magazines could 
survive in the U.S., 
they decided to risk 
ventures in Canada. 
But this boom is also a 
response to that 
American boom — an 
indication that the 
American maga¬ 



zines, which are widely available 
and read north of the border, do 
not address Canadian men, de¬ 
spite their proximity. 

“Obviously, U.S. publications 
reflect largely what’s happening in 
the U.S. and American culture,” 
says Jaimie Hubbard, president of 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Journalists Association of Canada. 
“As a Canadian reader, if you want 
to see stuff that reflects-your cul¬ 
ture and community, then there is 
a need for a national gay publica¬ 
tion in Canada.” 

But creating a truly national 
publication isn’t so simple. There 
are cultural differences within 
Canada as well. When these mag¬ 
azines talk about Canadians, for 
instance, they really mean English 
Canadians. All of the new nation¬ 
al publications are English-only, 
even though a quarter of Canadi¬ 
ans primarily speak French. 

“How Canadians feel about 
Americans, that’s how French- 
Canadians feel about English 
Canada,” says MacLean. “They’re 
feeling overwhelmed by English 
Canada, like the influx of English 
language television and media, 
and they’re fighting to maintain 
their own identity.” 

The dominant culture 

Quebec, while largely left out 
of the wave of national maga¬ 
zines, has a thriving gay press of 
its own. Fugues is a French gay 
monthly printed in Montreal, 
with news and lifestyle features, 
and its circulation of 46,000 is 
larger than Fab or Icon's, even 
with a smaller potential reader- 
ship. Fugues also has sister publi¬ 
cations: Gazelle is aimed at Que¬ 
bec’s lesbians and Village is a 
bilingual gay tabloid for Montre¬ 
al. Zip is a new Quebec-focused 
gay porn magazine ij^ French 
being distributed across Canada 
for free. 

Yves Lafontaine, editor in chief 
of Fugues, would like to see more 


inclusion of Montreal and 
Quebec in the national publica¬ 
tions, especially since they’re 
also major destinations for 
English Canadians. But he re¬ 
alizes that magazines are a 
particularly difficult venue for 
bridging a linguistic gap. 

“If you don’t have the 
same language, it’s difficult to 
have a product based on lan¬ 
guage,” says Lafontaine, not¬ 
ing that this linguistic split 
isn’t indicative of a deeper 
rift in the gay community. 
“Everybody shares com¬ 
mon ideals and ideas, just 
the language is a barrier.” 
Bilingual publications are not 
unprecedented in Canada, but 
they tend to be local papers in 
cities with large bilingual popula¬ 
tions, like Montreal or Ottawa. 
Could a bilingual national maga¬ 
zine potentially bring all of gay 
Canada together? 

“It would be possible in theo¬ 
ry,” says Hubbard. “But the lin¬ 
guistic barrier is a hard one to 
cross. There’s also cultural 
uniqueness. I’m not sure you 
would get a magazine that is satis¬ 
factory to anybody.” 

Besides, cultural bias is about 
more than language in Canada. 
Toronto is the commercial capital 
of the country, and it tends to 
dominate cultural publications to 
an even greater extent than New 
York or Los Angeles dominates 
American culture. The new mag¬ 
azines focus mostly on Toronto, 
which stirs resentment in other 
cities and less urban areas. 

“Everything coming from 
Toronto is supposed to be for all 
of Canada, which is not necessar¬ 
ily the case,” says Lafontaine. “You 
talk to people in Vancouver, even 
though it’s not a language barrier 
for them, they’d say the same 
thing.” 

And then there are the lesbians 
— or rather, there aren’t the les¬ 
bians. Unlike the American mar¬ 
ket, which includes mixed-gender 
magazines like the Advocate and 
Out, and lesbian-specific maga¬ 
zines like Curve and Lesbian News, 
the Canadian boom so far only 
includes men. 

“Economics dictate it to a cer¬ 
tain degree,” says Hubbard. “Gay 
men are perceived to be bigger 
consumers than lesbians, whether 
or not that’s true.” Creating na¬ 
tional publications can divide 
people as well as unite them. So 
far, the focus of the national gay 
magazines has been drawn nar¬ 
rowly, and plenty of gay Canadi¬ 
ans are left out. But the boom has 
begun, and discussions about 
what constitutes a gay Canadian 
identity are underway. T

outside of Berlin. Taken together, 
these two celebrations in two 
cities separated by more than 
8000 miles bracket a hundred 
years of queer liberation politics. 
The movement born in Berlin is 
today international in scope, and 
these commemorations now offer 
a none-too-subtle historical sym¬ 
metry: what Berlin was to the be¬ 
ginning of this century of change, 
San Francisco is to its end. 

This perception of a passing of 
the torch was reinforced by the 
programming of Homo 2000. A 
large number of queer San Fran¬ 
ciscans were brought to Berlin at 
government expense to talk about 
a range of Bay Area programs, ini¬ 
tiatives, and lore. Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano; drag legend Jose Sar- 
ria; photographer and activist 
Greg Day; writer, transgender ac¬ 
tivist, and performer David Har¬ 
rison; and one-time presidential 
candidate Joan Jett Blakk were 
among the many special guests 
who took part in the official 


opening of Homo 2000 on May 
17th in Berlin. Subsequent speak¬ 
ers from San Francisco have in¬ 
cluded photographer Daniel 
Nicoletta, who delivered a lecture 
and slide presentation on Harvey 
Milk’s legacy; and this writer, who 
gave a talk on American models in 
queer studies and the develop¬ 
ment of the Harvey Milk Insti¬ 
tute, now the largest queer studies 
institute in the world. 

The 72 individual evening pro¬ 
grams in Homo 2000, which con¬ 
tinues in Berlin through August 
29 (San Francisco’s celebration 
closes August 17), generally fea¬ 
ture a mix of lectures, films, and 
performances. Indeed, there are 
so many different events going on 
that programs are often scheduled 
concurrently at opposite ends of 
the Akademie der Kunste, where 
the exhibition 100 Years of Homo¬ 
sexuality is also on view. With 
nightly attendance often exceed¬ 
ing several hundred, the museum 
has become the temporary cen¬ 
terpiece of queer culture.

Sex and showbiz

I n May of 1933, 

Hitler’s Nazi machine 
destroyed Magnus 
Hirschfeld’s Institute of 
Sexual Science in Berlin. 

Working from period 
photographs and relying 
on extensive archival re¬ 
search, Hirschfeld’s Insti¬ 
tute has been imagina¬ 
tively ^recreated in a 
SOMA warehouse by di¬ 
rector Mel Gordon. This 
interactive facsimile 
recreation reproduces 
Hirschfeld’s exhibitions 
on everything from the 
history of homosexuality 
to the culture of sado¬ 
masochism. Included are 
exhibitions on prostitu¬ 
tion and masturbation, a 
number of live erotic 
performances, and a tempting array of foods from Hirschfeld’s 
original international aphrodisiac menu. 

The first room in the museum is dedicated to the exhibition of 
Hirschfeld’s own cross-cultural investigations of erotic mores. (In a 
blatant attempt to decenter Western notions of sexual propriety, 
Hirschfeld made reference in his work to a range of non-European 
sexual practices and customs, including homosexuality, as norma¬ 
tive within their native societies.) Individual sexual variation is dis¬ 
played as the norm, not the exception, and images of intersexed peo¬ 
ple mingle with period accounts of homosexuality. Aphrodisiac per¬ 
fumes are lavishly applied to the willing at a perfume counter as 
erotic music from around the world plays throughout the space. To 
complete the scene, performers, some naked, others clothed, re¬ 
enact masturbation and flagellation techniques. You can get an erot¬ 
ic hand massage with aphrodisiac oils and drink “Sperm-tripler” or 
“Wild Bride,” concoctions made from Hirschfeld’s original recipes. 

In the next room, Hirschfeld’s aphrodisiac cuisine is served buf¬ 
fet style in an atmospheric Weimar cafe complete with gigantic 
erotic paintings on the wall. The generous warm and cold food 
menu features an international selection of wedding night dishes, 
including recipes from both the Marquis de Sade and Montezuma. 
There is also a cash bar at which drinks are offered by servers in 
various stages of undress. 

After dessert (a traditional French aphrodisiac confection), the 
cabaret show begins, hosted by costumed actor Howard Pinhasik 
playing Hirschfeld himself. Discussing his theories of a sexual sci¬ 
ence amidst erotic spectacle, the performance mirrors Hirschfeld’s 
shrewd mingling of sex and showbiz. The lesbian s/m scenario, 
complete with hot wax, a straight razor, and audience participa¬ 
tion is particularly enchanting. Hirschfeld/Pinhasik takes questions 
from the audience, promotes his theories of sexual variation, and, 
in a good humored departure from historical truth, reveals his own 
erotic interests in a song and dance act. ▼

Berlin’s Institute of Sexual Science 
became the model for a now fa¬ 
miliar queer liberationist politics. 
In his repeated attempts to “scien¬ 
tifically” prove homosexuality was 
an innate biological category, 
Hirschfeld sought to naturalize all 
forms of sexuality. He wanted to 
make the individual blameless, 
whatever her/his sexual interests, 
by showing that sexuality was in¬ 
voluntary. Working from this “sci¬ 
entific” perspective, Hirschfeld 
judged that Germany’s anti-ho¬ 
mosexual laws were attempting to 
enforce a mode of behavior con¬ 
trary to the laws of nature. 

Today, Hirschfeld’s approach 
has earned him the enmity of 


many queer studies scholars. Most 
of us believe neither his claim that 
the homosexual (whatever that is) 
is biologically distinct nor his vi¬ 
sion of liberation rooted in ideas 


of nature. After all, the Nazi’s 
showed how the biological argu¬ 
ment could work the other way, 
supporting the mass extermina-

The Buddha of Suburbia, directed 
by Roger Michell, written by 
Hanif Kurishi and Roger Michell 

Originally made as a BBC tele¬ 
vision series, The Buddha of Sub¬ 
urbia is a trifle long for one sit¬ 
ting. But viewed in segments, it is 
a fulfilling and insightful view of 
a country— the United Kingdom 
— in cultural conflict in the ’60s 
and 70s. (It begins with the Beat¬ 
les and bell-bottoms and ends 
with the coronation of Margaret 
Thatcher.) The charismatic 
Naveen Andrews shines as the 
handsome Anglo-Indian Karim, 
the pansexual young man whom 
everybody wants. Secrets and Lies' 
Brenda Blethyn plays Karim’s 
mother. The screenplay was co¬ 
authored and based on the novel 
by Hanif Kurishi, who also au¬ 
thored My Beautiful Laundrette. 

Stonewall, directed by Nigel 
Finch, written by Rikki Beadle- 
Blair 

Based on a book by Martin 
Duberman, Stonewall is a funny, 
frequently moving, Fictionalized 
account of the events leading up 
to the riot in the West Village that 
began an era of liberation. 

Guillermo Diaz and Frederick 
Weller are perfectly cast as the un¬ 
likely leading couple La Miranda 


and Matty Dean. Against a back¬ 
drop of police harassment and 
Mattachine meetings, Stonewall 
revives an America in its last 
decade in the closet. Particularly 
effective is Duane Boutte as the 
ballsy drag diva whose rage drives 
her to strike the first blow. De¬ 
tractors criticize Stonewall for 
playing fast and loose with the 
facts, but a documentary it is not. 
As a moving cinematic event filled 
with memorable and fully drawn 
characters it succeeds in its own 
.terms. 

Flirting With Disaster, directed 
and written by David 0. Russell 

Flirting With Disaster features 
a gay couple played to hilarious 
effect by Josh Brolin and Richard 
Jenkins. As Tony and Paul, the 
boys are neurotic and combative, 
but no more than the other char¬ 
acters in Russell’s smart and 
quirky screenplay. The story of a 
twentysomething guy (Ben 
Stiller) on a cross-country search 
for his birth parents is ^triumph 
of ensemble acting. The cast fea¬ 
tures Tea Leoni and Patricia Ar¬ 
quette as the women in Stiller’s 
life; Lily Tomlin and Alan Alda as 
a pair of aging hippies; and 
George Segal and Mary Tyler 
Moore as his adoptive parents.

'Lolita': transgressive and existential

Jf!| ne of my earliest literary 
memories dates to the early 
:: 1960s, when my mom was 

reading Vladimir Nabokovs then- 
notorious Lolita. I remember being 
intrigued by a vague sense of scan¬ 
dal associated with the book, by the 
paperback’s cryptic black cover, and 
above all by my mom’s ringing 
laughter as she read it between iron¬ 
ing and dishwashing. I wondered if 
armies of housewives might be dis¬ 
tracting themselves from the tedi¬ 
um of the day with the mysterious 
pleasures of this little book. 

The gulf between that time 
and the present would seem to be 
unbridgeable, and it’s hard to 
imagine those same housewives 
being amused today by the story 
of an illicit affair between a mid¬ 
dle-aged pervert-professor, a 
“white widowed male” as the in¬ 
troduction mockingly describes 
him, and a cunning 12-year-old 
“nymphet.” Lolita the novel was 
considered unpublishable at the 
time, but made a fortune for Put¬ 
nam when it was issued. Lolita the 
movie was considered unfilmable, 
but brought both prestige and 
profits to director Stanley 
Kubrick. Both were critical and 
commercial successes, despite the 
efforts of the Catholic Legion of 
Decency to suppress them. 

But to see how far we haven’t 
come in the 35 years since 
Kubrick’s film, we need only look 
at the fact that the Adrian Lyne re¬ 
make of Lolita was finished two 
years ago and remains unre- 
leasable, unable to entice even an 
independent distributor, owing 
mostly to middle-brow tastemak- 
ers’ dismissals of the film as glori¬ 
fied kiddie porn. The revival of 
Kubrick’s Lolita, which Nabokov 
heartily approved in spite of the 
director’s rewrite of the script, is a 
welcome reminder of how impor¬ 
tant this work still is as a dissec¬ 
tion of sexual fetishism and as a 
scathing indictment of American 
materialism, kitsch, and upward 
mobility. And far from being sim- • 
ply a victim of child abuse, as the 
modern view would have it, the 
Lolita of both Nabokov’s book 
and Kubrick’s film is portrayed in 
a way that is unimaginable today, 
as a scheming, self-absorbed brat 
who immediately discerns Hum¬ 


bert Humbert’s obsessive interest 
and is only too happy to exploit 
him to achieve her own goals. 

The opening shot of the film 
tells us most of what we need to 
know about the relationship of 
the drooling, pathetic literateur 
Humbert (James Mason) and his 
“victim” (Sue Lyon). From the left 
side of the frame, a man’s hand 
nervously, methodically paints 
what appears to be a girl’s toe¬ 
nails. No faces are visible, only 
isolated body parts, and it’s clear 
from their positions in the frame 
that the man is slavishly serving 
the girl. This scenario is repeated 
and expanded on throughout, as 
Humbert relentlessly pursues his 
elusive object in spite of the phys¬ 
ical and psychic toll it takes on 
him. Lolita, by contrast, appears 
unaffected by any of this. She toys 
with Humbert for a while, then 
unceremoniously dumps him, ap¬ 
parently no worse for the wear. 

In bringing Lolita to the screen, 
Kubrick left much of Nabokov’s 
text intact, but in some areas he 
deviated. The character of Quilty 
(Peter Sellers), Lolita’s lover and 
Humbert’s tormentor, was consid¬ 
erably expanded, due to Sellers’ 
brilliant improvisational ability. 
Both Quilty and Lolita sadistically 
exploit Humbert. Quilty s reasons 
are both prosaic and intellectual — 
disguising himself as a high school 
counselor and bullying Humbert 
into letting Lolita be in the school 
play allows Quilty to have sexual li¬ 
aisons with her; his encounter with 
Humbert at a hotel is a cruel, elab¬ 
orate joke designed simply to un¬ 


hinge Humbert. 

Lolita’s manipulations are less 
subtle. From their earliest encoun¬ 
ters, she establishes herself as the 
dominant force, even in a simple 
matter like bringing Humbert his 
breakfast. When she states flatly, “I 
ate your bacon,” Humbert seems 
more pleased than upset. With 
equal masochism, he accepts her 
critique of Poe (“the divine 
Edgar”). Humbert’s sufferings in¬ 
crease as the film continues and 
Lolita grows closer to her name¬ 
sake, Sternberg’s tormentrix“Lola 
Lola” in The Blue Angel. When 
Humbert says he’s having terrible 
pains in his arm, she excitedly re¬ 
lates that she heard “that’s how 
heart attacks begin!” For Lolita, 
Humbert is a diversion; for Hum¬ 
bert, Lolita is the “light of my life, 
fire of my loins. My sin, my soul... 
.” In the penultimate sequence, 
after her three-year disappearance, 
she finishes the job she and Quilty 
started, declaring to Humbert that 
Quilty was “the only man I ever 
really loved.” (She deserted him 
too.) Humbert’s misguided fanta¬ 
sy, that this “light of my life” could 
return or even comprehend the 
depth of his feeling, gave him a 
reason for living; now it hastens 
his demise. In the final crushing 
blow, he runs crying into the street 
as Lolita waves at him and says 
cheerily, “Keep in touch!” 

The film manages to extrapo¬ 
late something from this touchy 
material that we’re not likely to see 
in the Adrian Lyne version (if it’s 
ever released). Kubrick was able to 
get his film made by using elabo-

R ainer Fassbinder’s films have something for everyone. For 
Brechtians, there’s the fabulous artifice of films like The Bitter 
Tears of Petra von Kant and Veronika Voss. Absurdists can enjoy 
the foolish fun of a western with a black hero named Whrty. Clas¬ 
sicists have found much to admire in the director’s loving recre¬ 
ations of standard European texts like Effi-Briest and Nora Helmer 
(Ibsen’s A Doll’s House). Still, the inner pervert demands more vis¬ 
ceral thrills, and Fassbinder was always happy to accommodate. Fox 
and His Friends has fetching views of a surprisingly slimmed down, 
ugly-sexy Fassbinder parading naked through a mud bath. The ar¬ 
chitecture of Querelle is so self-consciously phallic the viewer may 
feel like he/she is on the ship in Fantastic Voyage, careening through 
the inside of a giant hard-on. But it’s Safari’s Brew that offers the 
most inspiring of the director’s dick-tributes. In the first of two key 
scenes, Fassbinder regular Volker Spengler, playing a cackling re¬ 
tard, whips out his penis, which is inadvertently slapped by a de¬ 
mented Margit Carstensen. Penile purists will be pleased to note 
that this scene settles those nagging questions about Volker Spen- 
gler’s circumcision status. In the second scene, Kurt Raab is solicit¬ 
ed in a public bathroom by a hunky male prostitute who mistakes 
the married but effeminate Raab for a toilet queen. Dick con¬ 
sciousness pervades this sequence, as the whore tempts his trick — 
and the now salivating audience — by slowly, lovingly masturbat¬ 
ing in full view of the camera. ▼

rate strategies and deceptions in 
portraying a transgressive affair — 
suggesting the physical aspects 
through discreet fade-outs and 
rituals like Humbert’s servile 
painting of Lolita’s toenails. But 
the film is really about a larger 
kind of impossibility than an illic¬ 
it affair — it’s about the hopeless 
pursuit of a kind of romantic 
ideal. Humbert is a desperate, 


tragic romantic, and Lolita is 
beautiful and blank, wholesome, 
well-adjusted, and superficial. Like 
the beloved butterflies Nabokov 
was famous for pursuing, she is a 
gorgeous object that can be 
touched briefly, then vanishes. T

Forty Love by Diana Simmonds;

etween Claire McNab and 

Diana Simmonds, Australia 
? ' is looking more and more 
like a great vacation destination. 
McNab’s Carol Ashton mysteries 
supply suspense and seriously 
fabulous sex. Simmonds provides 
the romance. Her first novel, 
Heart on Fire, was a gloriously 
pleasurable tale of two women 
afraid to find true love. In her lat¬ 
est, Forty Love, Simmonds looks at 
frightened women again, but 
from a markedly different per¬ 
spective. The result is a hugely sat¬ 
isfying read on several levels. 

Julia Ross is an American ten¬ 
nis pro with a wicked ability to 
concentrate entirely on her game 
to the dismay of her opponents 
and the delight of her fans. When 
an injured knee threatens her ca¬ 
reer, Julia must face both the pain 
of healing and the possibility that 
her recovery may not be complete. 

Eliot Bancroft’s first name 
came from the fact that her moth¬ 
er was a fan of George Eliot. “I’ve 
always been grateful,” she ex¬ 
plains, “it wasn’t Tolstoy.” Mother 
of an adored daughter, Eliot stays 
in a loveless marriage out of re¬ 
spect for the memory of young 
love and for lack of anywhere else 


she allows her two main charac¬ 
ters to uncover themselves as they 
begin to discover each other. 

I’ve always thought that one of 
the dangers of great celebrity or 
great wealth is that you would 
start to believe that the hangers-on 
and various sycophants were in¬ 
terested in you as a person, not an 
icon. My guess is the anointed one 
would be in for quite a shock if the 
fame or money were taken out of 
the picture. 

Simmonds does a fine job of 
exploring that aspect of celebrity. 
At the same time, she looks at the 
damage that unexpected notoriety 
can do to self-image and self-re¬ 
spect. The author employs humor 
to great effect, and her minor char¬ 
acters are richly drawn. She uses 
the Australian setting, and later, 
Manhattan, with such great skill 
that I wanted to visit both places. I 
won’t give the ending away, but I 
will say that it was a real pleasure 
to read. Forty Love is aces. ▼

Deadly Gamble by Diane David¬ 
son; Rising Tide, $11.99 

eadly Gamble is an oddly 
, unsatisfying novel, both too 
much and too little, too 
mundane and too fantastic. Our 
hero, Toni Underwood, who last 
appeared in Deadly Rendezvous 
(Rising Tide), is working through 
the death of her lover and her re¬ 


tirement from police work after 
15 years on the force, when an 
odd letter arrives from her long- 
lost aunt, Vera Valentine. 

“I’m certain someone is trying 
to murder me,” Vera insists, and 
begs Toni to come to Las Vegas and 
expose the villain before it’s too 
late. Because her Aunt Vera is Toni’s 
only living relative, she feels com¬ 
pelled to respond immediately. 
Vegas turns out to be deadly, how¬ 
ever; and the trip to save her aunt 
becomes a trip to catch her killer. 

Oh yeah, and Aunt Vera is 
rolling in money, and with her 
niece her main beneficiary, Toni 
has to deal suddenly with the 
question of great wealth and how 
to use her new fortune - but that 
gets put off to the sequel. Too bad, 
because I think there might have 


been some interest in just how a 
heroic character spends a bundle. 

With at least three people who 
have motives for Vera’s murder - 
and once she’s dead, Toni’s as well 
- danger abounds. But even with 
all those near misses in the killing 
line, Deadly Gamble is still entire¬ 
ly lacking in suspense. The mur¬ 
derer is plainly evident early on, 
and there is never any suggestion 
that Toni, or her friend, Sally Mur¬ 
phy, a current cop and soon-to-be 
lover, are in any real peril. 

A mystery without a com¬ 
pelling plot has to have something 
else going for it, but alas, the writ¬ 
ing in this novel is flat and occa¬ 
sionally awkward. Although the 
two primary characters, Toni and 
Sally, have some depth, the sec¬ 
ondary characters are drawn with 


to go. She has shut her feelings 
down so effectively that she can’t 
remember passion and so does 
not miss its absence. 

When Julia and Eliot meet 
while Julia is at an Australian re¬ 
habilitation clinic located conve¬ 
niently next door to Eliot’s beach 
house, the stage is set for ro¬ 
mance, but Simmonds is far too 
careful and gifted a writer to go 
for the obvious choice. Instead,

pricey). Some of what’s here is 
quite good, but too many of the 
stories feel rushed and incomplete. 

“Cheers to the Bus Driver” is a 
fine example of the power of fan¬ 
tasy and the greater power, some¬ 
times, of actual events. “Waiting 
for Faye” is a dark tale with a sur¬ 
prising twist. But “Baseball,” “Soc¬ 
cer” and “The Gym” are not very 
interesting variations on the same 
theme. The repetition of “Marie. 
Marie. Marie” in “Marie” is echoed 
in the “Margo. Margo. Margo” of 
“Ten Years Ago.” In neither story 
does this serve any useful purpose, 
erotic or other. “Charm” is an odd 
combination of the plots of sever¬ 
al other stories without any re¬ 
deeming difference. 

The tales in this collection feel 
cut off, as if Sommers herself lost 
interest in them before they could 
be effectively concluded. Perhaps 
she thinks her readers can simply 
fill in the ft st, but of course, that 
rather defeats the purpose. This 
abruptness is a serious flaw for 
one-handed reading, unless you 
have whatever the female equiva¬ 
lent of premature ejaculation 
might be. For those unafflicted by 
lesbian p.e., I suggest that you pick 
up a copy of Sommers’ earlier, 
and far superior, collection, Be¬ 
hind Closed Doors (Naiad). In the 
Mood is unlikely to arouse, and 
only rarely entertains.

Mordden’s 
“buddies” seem concerned only 
with moving from one diversion 
to the next: recollections of, and 
reunions with, old lovers; spats 
with current lovers; the introduc¬ 
tions of initiates into the gay 
lifestyle, and, of course, the eter¬ 
nal art of cruising. 

In the spirit of Armistead 
Maupin’s Tales of the City, Mord¬ 
den’s world, like Maupin’s, is an 
urban one. Most of the action 
takes place in and around the 
Manhattan apartments of the two 
main characters, Dennis Savage, a 
teacher, and Bud, a writer. Both 
men have somewhat younger “live 
in” companions, and one of the 
persistent themes of Mordden’s 
stories is the tension between age 
and youth. While Dennis and Bud 
spend much of the time reminisc¬ 
ing about the glory days of the 
70s, Virgil and Cosgrove, their 
youthful lovers, busy themselves 
with a variety of amusements: 
collecting records, watching old 
movies, and the like. 

All of this keeps Some Men Are 
Lookers safely above the depths of 
genuinely threatening conflict. 
Even when Mordden’s people 
come face to face with a real 
“issue,” such as the impending 
AIDS-related death of an ac¬ 
quaintance, Mordden’s men try to 
remain comfortably removed 
from it all. They don’t always suc¬ 
ceed, but comic relief is always 
near at hand. 

Mordden’s characters spend a 
significant amount of energy in 
pursuit of a good time. In one 
story, that pursuit involves one 
character’s quest to bed a legendary 
porn star. In another, Dennis, Bud, 
and friends take a kind of field trip 
to a male skin show. There, in an 
exchange characteristic of most of 
the humor in this book, Cosgrove 
rebuffs one man’s advances by 
quoting a line from the film The 
Exorcist. “I tell you, that thing up¬ 
stairs is not my daughter!” 

Reading Some Men Are Look¬ 
ers, one can’t avoid feeling like an 
eavesdropper at a party where 
everyone knows everyone else, 
and has for a long time. But 
Mordden seems intent on en¬ 
couraging his readers to develop a 
friendship with his characters. 
Employing a literary device often 
used by 18th-century novelists, 
Mordden’s narrator frequently 
addresses the reader directly to 
comment on the story in 
progress. Fortunately, he doesn’t 
go overboard in cozying up to the 
reader. But he’s not above throw¬ 
ing in the proverbial “let’s see 
what happens next,” even on the 
last page of the book. 

For those readers who’ve en¬ 
joyed Mordden’s previous books 
( I’ve a Feeling We re Not in Kansas 
Anymore, Buddies and Everybody 
Loves You), Some Men Are Lookers 
will likely not disappoint. But for 
those who are looking for some¬ 
thing more than bagatelles, Some 
Men Are Lookers will leave them 
longing for heartier fare. ▼ 
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Hi MO

S an Francisco’s dance season is at 
low ebb at the moment, but 
things heat up in early August 
with a collaboration between Pearl 
Ubungen Dancers and the Kearny 
Street Workshop. These celebrated 
companies will perform the West Coast 
premiere of 1-Hotel/The Fall on Friday, 
August 8 (8 p.m.), Saturday, August 9 (8 
p.m.), and Sunday, August 10 (8 p.m. 
and 9:30 p.m.). I Hotel/The Fall features 
a musical score by Philippine compos¬ 
er Joey Ayala; lighting by Jose Maria 
Francos; costume design by Wendy 
Allen and Nina Parker; and spectacular 
work by dancers Arnel Alcordo, Frances 
Cachapero, Kara Davis, Sharon Sato, 
Wailana Simcock, Tho Vong, and oth¬ 
ers. The work will be performed on the 
streets: between Kearny and Columbus 
and along the east side of Kearny, be¬ 
tween Jackson and Washington. 

These performances of / Hotel/The 
Fall are part of a week-long commemo¬ 
ration of the eviction by police in full 
riot gear on August 4,1977 of the elder¬ 
ly Filipino and Chinese tenants from the 
International Hotel, the last vestige of 
the 10-block area that made up Manila- 
town in downtown San Francisco. Since 
the hotel’s demolition in 1979, the lot at 
Kearny Street has remained a vacant 
eye-sore. Members of the Filipino com¬ 
munity and other concerned citizens 
have fought to rebuild the I-Hotel for 
low-income housing and to re-establish 
the lost Filipino community. Now, with 
the aid of HUD funds, the new Interna¬ 
tional Hotel is finally to be rebuilt and 
will include the Manilatown Museum 
and Cultural Center. 

Kearny Street Workshop, which is 
celebrating its 25th anniversary as the 
oldest mutli-disciplinary Asian Amer¬ 
ican arts organization in the U.S., was 
based at the I-Hotel from 1972 until 
1977. It helped launch the careers of 
many artists, some of whose work is 
incorporated into this new work.

tion of queers. And as far as bas¬ 
ing liberation on nature is con¬ 
cerned, most of us tend to hold 
that people should be free to do 
what they choose, no matter what 
their nature (whatever that is). 
But Hirschfeld was a product of 
the 19th century and it is hardly 
fair to condemn him for partici¬ 
pating in the ideologies of his 
time, especially when he sought to 


turn these ideologies against their 
makers and mobilize them as a 
force for freedom. 

Now, at the end of the mil¬ 
lennium, a number of us look 
past these limited notions of 
what constitutes the homosexu¬ 
al and hold the very question it¬ 
self up for analysis. What is the 
investment in seeking to define 
“homosexuality”? Who, we want 
to know, is asking the question, 
and why are they asking? Per¬ 
haps it is no longer quite so clear 
what we are getting from pro¬ 


moting an essentialized idea of 
difference. 

In Berlin today, as in Berlin 
during the Weimar Republic, 
there is a remarkable degree of 
open cross-fertilization between 
queer and non-queer communi¬ 
ties. General government funds 
support queer culture without 
controversy and non-queers go to 
lectures on queer history. But in 
the relative absence of official dis¬ 
crimination, the bonds that hold 
the queer community together are 
beginning to fray, renewing with 


increased urgency questions 
about what we as queer people 
share save our common oppres¬ 
sion. 

Homo 2000 in part is an at¬ 
tempt to explore these issues and 
others facing the queer communi¬ 
ty at the end of the century. Taken 
as a whole, this celebration argues 
that we share a history, a culture, 
and sadly, a continuing legacy of 
oppression. But is that enough? 
Perhaps in the German capital’s 
current atmosphere of tolerance 
and disinterestedness, freedom 


and apathy, San Francisco can 
once again, courtesy of a Berlin 
template, find its future already 
written. ▼
